This  edition  of  the  Legislative  Manual  is  published  under  authority 
of  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  24  (Mr.  Dore),  adopted  by  the  Seventy- 
ninth  General  Assembly. 

The  scope  of  the  contents  of  the  present  volume  is  somewhat  broader 
than  that  of  former  editions,  in  that  it  contains  many  new  and  valuable 
features ;  and  while  the  compilers  have  confined  themselves,  in  the  main, 
to  lines  so  wisely  planned  in  the  preparation  of  former  manuals,  all  of 
which  data  have  been  carefully  revised  to  date  of  issue,  they  have  deemed 
necessary  certain  changes  and  enlargements  which  make  it  doubly  service- 
able as  a  book  of  ready  reference  upon  topics  pertaining  to  the  General 
Assembly  and  of  interest  to  the  general  public.

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Ohio 

Ohio,  the  seventeenth  state  of  the  Union,  was  admitted  to  statehood 
February  19,  1803.  The  Northwest  Territory,  from  which  this  State  was 
carved,  was  established  by  the  "Ordinance  of  1787."  The  first  perma- 
nent .settlement  was  made  at  Marietta,  in  April,  1788.  Total  area,  41,240 
square  miles  (Prof.  C.  E.  Sherman's  survey)  ;  extreme  breadth,  230  miles; 
extreme  length, -205  miles;  divided  into  88  counties;  population  (census 
1910),  4,767,121.  Railway  mileage:  steam,  9,166  miles  single  track; 
electric,  2,647  miles,  exclusive  of  city  lines. 


Greenville  Treaty  Line 

On  August  3,  1795,  the  Greenville  Peace  Treaty,  negotiated  with  the 
Indians  by  General  Mad  Anthony  Wayne,  was  duly  signed,  by  the  terms 
of  which  the  Greenville  Treaty  Line  was  established.  It  began  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Cuyahoga  River,  ran  up  that  stream  to  the  portage  crossing 
to  the  Tuscarawas  River,  down  that  stream  to  Fort  Lawrence  (near  the 
present  site  of  Bolivar,  Tuscarawas  County);  thence  westerly  to  near 
Loramie,  Shelby  County  (on  a  branch  of  the  Miami  at  the  beginning  of 
the  portage  to  the  St.  Marys)  ;  thence  to  Fort  Recovery,  Mercer  County, 
and  thence  southwesterly  to  a  point  on  the  Ohio  River  opposite  the  mouth 
of  the  Kentucky  River. 
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Ohio's  Population 

The  population  of  Ohio,  4,767,121,  represents  an  inerease  during 
the  last  decade  of  14.7  per  cent.,  while  during  the  same  period  continental 
United  States  increased  21  per  cent. 

Ohio  has  82  cities,  each  having  a  population  of  5,000  or  more,  aggre- 
gating a  total  of  2,467,054,  or  51.8  per  cent,  of  its  total  population. 

Ohio  ranks  eighth  in  density  of  population,  having  an  average  of 
117  persons  to  the  square  mile.  Cuyahoga  county  has  the  highest  density, 
1,376.7  persons  per  square  mile,  while  Vinton  county,  with  but  31.8  per- 
sons per  square  mile,  has  the  lowest  density. 

OP  the  forty-nine  counties  which  have  increased  in  population, 
Mahoning  shows  the  largest  percentage,  65.6,  and  Fayette  the  smallest, 
0.1  per  cent.  The  numerical  increase  was  greatest  in  Cuyahoga,  198,305, 
and  smallest  in  Fayette,  19. 

Thirty-nine  counties  have  decreased  in  population,  ranging  from 
0.1  per  cent,  in  Lawrence  to  17.4  per  cent,  in  Paulding.  The  numerical 
decrease  was  smallest  in  Laurence,  46,  and  largest  in  Wood,  5,225. 

There  is  a  total  of  783  incorporated  cities  and  villages  in  Ohio.

Columbus 

The  borough  of  Columbus  was  incorporated  February  10,  1816,  and 
by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  February  17,  1816,  it  was 
made  the  seat  of  state  government  from  and  after  the  second  Tuesday 
in  "October  following. 

The  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  held  in  Columbus  was  con- 
vened December  2  of  that  year. 


The  seat  of  Government  of  Ohio  was  established  at  Chillicothe  May 
7,  1800;  at  Zanesville  October  1,  1810,  and  at  Columbus  October  8,  1816. 


Capitol  Building 

The -erection  of  the  first  Capitol  Building  in  Columbus  was  begun 
in  1813,  at  the  juncture  of  State  and  High  streets,  on  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  the  State  House  Square ;  it  was  of  brick,  seventy-five  by  fifty  feet, 
and  two  stories  high,  surmounted  by  a  spire  one  hundred  and  six  feet 
above  the  ground,  in  which  hung  the  legislative  I  ell.  This  building  was 
destroyed  by  fire  on  Sunday  morning,  February  1,  1852. 

The  succeeding  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly,  until  the  comple- 
tion of  the  present  Capitol  Building,  were  held,  the  Senate  in  the  United 
States  Court  House  and  Ambos'  Hall,  and  the  House  in  Neil's  Odeon 
Hall,  located  on  the  west  side  of  High  street,  opposite  the  Capitol 
Grounds. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  present  Capitol  Building  was  laid  July  -1, 
1839,  and  the  building  completed  in  1856 ;  convict  labor  was  largely  em- 
ployed in  its  construction.  The  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  was 
convened  in  this  building  January  5,  1857,  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 


The  remains  of  President  Lincoln  lay  in  state  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
Capitol  in  Columbus  on  April  29,  1865,  while  being  transported  from 
Washington  to  Springfield,  Illinois,  for  burial. 
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Method  of  Organizing  the  General  Assembly 


TIME  OF  MEETING. 

The  General  Assembly  meets  biennially  on  tin;  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, at  10  o'clock  a.  m.;  the  next  meeting  being  on  .January  6,  1913. 

For  the  purpose  of  organizing,  a  certificate  of  election  from  the 
Board  of  Deputy  State  Supervisors  of  Elections  of  the  proper  county, 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  to  membership  of  the  person 
therein  certified  to  be  elected  Senator  or  Representative. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  SENATE. 

When  the  time  for  organization  arrives,  the  President  of  the  Senate 
(the  Lieutenant  Governor),  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the 
oldest  Senator-elect  present,  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Senators- 
elect  to  order  in  the  following  form  :  ' '  This  being  the  day  and  hour 
designated  by  the  constitution  for  convening  the  General  Assembly,  and 
there  appearing  to  be  present  a  sufficient  number  of  the  Senators-elect 
to  constitute  a  quorum  of  this  body,  the  Senate  will  be  in  order. ' ' 

The  convener  shall  then  appoint  one  of  the  Senators-elect  as  Clerk 
pro  tempore,  and  shall  also  call  the  Senatorial  Districts  in  their  numerical 
order,  and  as  they  are  called  the  persons  claiming  to  be  Senators-elect 
therefrom  shall  present  their  certificates  of  election  and  take  the  oath 
of  office  (which  is  usually  administered  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court). 


ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

When  the  time  for  organization  arrives,  the  Secretary  of  State,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  the  Auditor  of  State,  shall  take  the 
chair  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  call  the  Repre- 
sentatives-elect to  order  in  the  following  form:  "This  being  the  time 
fixed  by  the  constitution  of  the  state  for  the  meeting  of  the  General 
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Assembly,  and  there  appearing  to  be  present  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  constitute  a  quorum, 
the  House  will  come  to  order." 

The  convener  shall  then  appoint  one  of  the  Representatives-elect  as 
clerk  pro  tempore  and  shall  also  call  the  counties  in  alphabetical  order, 
and  as  they  are  called  the  Representatives-elect  therefrom  shall  present 
their  respective  certificates  of  election  and  take  the  oath  of  office  (which 
is  usually  administered  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court). 


The  organization  of  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly  having 
thus  been  perfected,  the  respective  bodies  are  ready  to  proceed  to  the 
election  of  officers. 


The  Chief  Clerk,  Journal  Clerk,  Message  Clerk,  Sergeant-at-Arms 
and  Second  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  each  branch  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  be  present  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding General  Assembly. 


Rules  of  the  Senate 


ORGANIZATION. 


Rule  1.  At  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock,  forenoon,  of  the  day  ap- 
pointed for  the  beginning  of  any  regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
inability,  the  oldest  man  present  who  is  a  senator-elect,  shall  take 
the  chair  and  call  the  members-elect  to  order,  and  shall  appoint 
one  of  them  clerk  pro  tempore;  and  the  President  or  Chairman  shall 
then  call  over  the  senatorial  districts  in  their  numerical  order,  and 
as  the  ..same  are  called  the  persons  claiming  to  be  members  shall 
present  their  certificates  and  take  the  oath  of  office.  (See  Section 
35,  G.  C.) 

Eule  2.  After  the  senators-elect  shall  have  taken  the  oath  of 
office,  a  quorum  of  all  the  senators  elected  being  present,  the  Senate 
shall  proceed  to  elect  the  officers  provided  by  the  statutes,  and  the 
officers  so  elected  shall  appear  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate  and  take 
an  oath  of  office,  to  be  administered  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Eule  3.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  President  of  the 
Senate,  but  shall  vote  only  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Art.  II,  Sec.  9  of  the  Constitution; 
and  in  case  of  his  absence  or  impeachment,  or  while  he  is  exercising 
the  office  of  governor,  the  Senate  shall  choose  a  president  pro  tem- 
pore.    (See  Consti.,  Art.  Ill,  See.  16.) 

Eule  4.  The  President  may  name  any  senator  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
an  adjournment;  nor  shall  any  senator  so  named  attest  any  docu- 
ment as  president  or  president  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate. 

Eule  5.  When  both  the  President  and  the  President  pro  tern., 
are  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  has  adjourned,  or  taken 
a  recess,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order  and  the  Senate  shall 
proceed  to  select  some  member  to  act  as  presiding  officer  until  the 
President  or  the  President  pro  tern,  shall  be  present,  or  an  adjourn- 
ment is  taken. 

Eule  6.  The  President  shall  have  general  direction  of  the  Sen- 
ate chamber  and  enforce  the  rules  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  preserve 
order  and  decorum  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate;  and  in  ease  of 
any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  the  President 
or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  have  the  powe* 
to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared.

Rule  8.  As  soon  as  the  Senate  is  called  to  order,  prayer  may 
be  offered,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding 
legislative  day  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  and,  if  necessary,  cor- 
rected by  the  Senate. 

Rule.  9.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read  and  approved,  the  order 
of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.     Presentation  of  petitions  and  memorials. 

2.-     Introduction  of  resolutions. 

:>.     Introduction  of  bills. 

4.  Bills  for  second  reading. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees  in  their  alphabetical  order. 

6.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

7.  Resolutions  laid  over  under  Rule  86. 

8.  Bills  for  third  reading. 

Rule  10.  The  business  of  the  Senate  shall  be  disposed  of-  in  the 
order  in  which  it  is  arranged,  and  not  otherwise,  unless  by  leave 
of  two-thirds  of  the  senators  present. 

Rule  11.  If  the  calling  of  the  committees  for  reports  be  not 
completed  on  any  given  day,  the  President  shall  on  the  subsequent 
day,  on  reaching  the  order  of  "Reports  of  Standing  Committees," 
commence  with  the  committee  next  in  order  after  the  last  called  on 
the  previous  day. 

Rule  12.  Messages  from  the  Hor.se  of  Representatives  and  com- 
munications from  any  branch  of  the  executive  department  of  the 
state,  may  be  received,  read  and  disposed  of  at  any  time,  except 
wrhen  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  while  the  yeas  and  nays 
are  being  called,  or  while  ballots  are  being  counted,  unless  objection 
is  made  to  the  reading,  when  the  Senate  shall  decide.

Rule  13.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  less  number  may  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  absent  members  or  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Rule  14.  Should  a  roll  call  show  the  absence  of  a  quorum  the 
President  shall  direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  dispatch  his  mes- 
sengers for  absentees,  and  until  a  quorum  is  present,  no  business 
shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  the  enforcement 
of  the  attendance  of  the  absentees. 
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CALL   OF   THE   SENATE. 


Rule  15.  The  President  may  order,  or  any  senator  may  demand, 
a  call  of  the  Senate,  and  upon  such  call  the  names  of  the  senators 
shall  be  called  by  the  Clerk  in  their  alphabetical  order  and  the 
names  of  the  absentees  entered  upon  the  journal. 

Eule  16.  On  the  completion  of  the  roll  call  on  a  call  of  the 
Senate,  the  President  shall  direct  the  Scrgeant-at-Arms  to  bring  in 
the  absentees,  if  any,  and  until  such  absentees  have  appeared  at  the 
bar  of  the  Senate  and  answered  to  their  names,  no  business  shall 
be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  dispense 
with  further  proceedings  under  the  call. 

Eule  17.  Pending  a.  call  of  the  Senate,  if  a  motion  to  adjourn 
has  been  voted  down,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  a  motion  'Ho 
dispense  with  the  call"  has  been,  voted  upon,  or  until  a  senator  has 
appeared  and  answered  to  the  roll  call. 

Eule  18.  A  motion  to  dispense  with  further  proceedings  under 
the  call  shall  not  be  made  in  the  absence  of  a  quorum. 

Eule  19.  While  the  Senate  is  under  a  call  the  doors  shall  be 
closed  and  only  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate  shall  be  ad- 
mitted; and  no  senator  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  the  chamber 
unless  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  senators  present.

Rule  21.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  shall  be 
the  chairman,  and  in  his  absence  the  next  named  member  shall  act 
as  such,  unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  vote,  elect  a  Chairman. 

Rule  22.  Each  committee  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  its  Chair- 
man, and  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  refusal  to  call  the  committee 
together,  a  meeting  may  be  called  by  any  two  members  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Rule  23.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  daily  sessions  of 
the  Senate  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  24.  The  several  standing  and  select  committees  of  the 
Senate  shall  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise;  but  the  re- 
port of  any  committee  must  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  its  members 
before  it  can  be  received  at  the  Clerk's  desk;  when  a  majority  of 
a  committee  have  reported,  the  minority  may  present  their  views, 
when  the  question  shall  be  upon  the  substitution  of  the  minority  for 
the  majority  report. 

Rule  25.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  may  report  at  any 
time  when  the  Senate  is  not  otherwise  engaged. 

Rule  26.  Every  committee  to  which  a  .bill  or  resolution  is  re- 
ferred shall  carefully  examine  the  form,  phraseology,  punctuation 
and  arrangement  thereof  and,  when  necessary,  report  to  the  Senate 
the  amendments  to  correct  the  same. 

Rule  27.  All  committees,  except  standing  committees,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  28.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit  to  a  committee  of 
the  whole  Senate,  or  to  a  standing  committee,  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  to  amend  such  motion  by  substituting  any  other  committee; 
but  if  any  other  committee  be  suggested,  the  question  shall  first  be 
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put  upon  the  committee  first  named,  and  afterwards  upon  the  com- 
mittee or  committees  suggested,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
named. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 


Rule-  29.  When  the  Senate  is  ready  to  proceed  to  the  orders 
of  the  day,  a  motion  to  go  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the 
order  of  the  day  shall  have  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except 
to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  for  the  pre- 
vious question. 

Rule  30.  In  forming  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  President 
shall  leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  Chairman,  who  shall  preside 
and  vote  as  other  senators. 

Rule  31.  The  Clerk  shall  make  no  permanent  record,  but  shall 
keep  such  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
as  will  enable  the  Chairman  to  make  up  his  report  to  the  Senate. 

Rule  32.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  Senate,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable. 

Rule  33.  In  Commiuee  of  the  Whole,  bills  and  resolutions  shall 
be  read  by  the  chairman  or  clerk,  and  considered  by  sections,  un- 
less it  be  otherwise  directed  by  the  committee,  leaving  the  title 
or  preamble  as  the  case  may  be,  last  to  be  considered.  The  body  of 
the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  amendments  shall 
be  noted  by  the  chairman  or  clerk  on  a  separate  piece  of  paper,  as 
the  same  are  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the 
Senate. 

Rule  34.  When  the  committee  shall  rise  the  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  immediately  resume  the  chair  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  at  once  present  the  report  of  the 
committee;  the  Senate  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  consideration 
of  the  bill  and  the  amendments  of  the  committee,  unless  the  Senate 
shall  otherwise  order,  but  the  bill  shall  be  subject  to  discussion  or 
amendment  before  the  question  to  engross  the  bill  is  taken.

Every  senator  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall 
vote,  unless  the  Senate  by  a  majority  vote  shall  excuse  him.  A  re- 
quest to  be  excused  from  voting  must  be  made  before  the  Senate 
divides  or  before  the  call  of  the  roll  begins. 

Rule  36.  Any  senator  requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting- 
may  briefly  explain  the  reason  for  such  request,  and  the  Senate 
shall  pass  upon  the  request  without  debate. 

'  Rule  37.  When  fewer  than  a  quorum  vote  on  any  question  the 
President  shall  forthwith  order  the  roll  of  senators  to  be  called.  If 
a  quorum  be  present,  as  shown  by  answering  to  their  names,  or  by 
their  presence  in  the  chamber,  the  President  shall  again  order  the 
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roll  to  be  called,  and  if  any  senator  refuses  to  vote,  he  shall  be  noted 
as  present  but  not  voting,  unless  the  Senate  shall  have  previously 
excused  him. 

Eule  38.  No  senator  shall  vote  upon  any  question  involving 
his  election  or  the  right  to  his  seat. 

Eule  39.  After  a*  vote  is  taken  viva  voce  if  the  President  is 
undecided,  or  if  a  division  is  demanded  by  any  senator  before  the 
result  is  announced  the  Senate  shall  divide.  Those  voting  in  the 
affirmative  shall  arise  at  the  sound  of  the.  gavel  and  remain  stand- 
ing until  counted  and  the  count  is  announced;  then  those  voting 
in  the  negative  shall  arise  and  remain  standing  until  counted  and 
the  count  is  announced. 


VOTING— THE  YEAS  AND  NAYS. 
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Eule  40.  Any  senator  may  demand  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any 
question,  but  the  demand  must  be  made  before  a  vote  is  taken  and 
declared,  or  before  the  Senate  divides.  The  President  may  order  the 
yeas  and  hays  upon  any  question  when  he  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  re- 
sult of  a  vote  taken  viva  voce. 

Rule  41.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  election 
of  all  officers,  and  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  necessary 
to  elect;  "but  if  a  choice  be  not  made  on  or  before  the  tenth  vot- 
ing, the  person  thereafter  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected."     (Sec.  39,  G.  C.) 

Eule  42.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  passage 
of  all  bills  and  upon  the  adoption  of  all  joint  resolutions  having 
the  force  and  effect  of  law,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  sen- 
ators elected  being  required  in  each  instance.  (Sec.  9,  Art.  2, 
Const.) 

Eule  43.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  adoption 
of  all  resolutions  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  a 
majority  vote  of  all  the  Senators  elected  shall  be  necessary  to  the 
adoption  of  any  such  resolution. 

Eule  44.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  all  bills  or 
resolutions  granting  extra  compensation  to  any  officer  or  employe 
of  the  Senate,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  not  provided  for  by 
pre-existing  law;  and  no  such  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  passed  or 
adopted  unless  it  shall  receive  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
senators  elected.     (Art.  2,  Sec.  29,  Const.) 

Eule  45.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  advising  and 
consenting  to  appointments  made  by  the  Governor,  the  question  be- 
ing, "Shall  the  Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the  appointment  by 
the  Governor?"     (Sec.  2,  Art.  VII,  Const.) 

Eule  46.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  adoption 
of  all  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  and 
three-fifths  of  the  votes  of  all  the  senators  elected  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  the  adoption  of  such  resolutions.     (Sec.  1,  Art.  XVI,  Const.) 
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Rule   47.      The   yens   and    nays   shall    be   culled    upon    Liu;   question 

of  concurring  in  amendments  made  by  the  House  of  Representatives 

to  nil  hills  or  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  Senate;  and  upon 
agreeing  to  the  report  of  conference  committees. 

Rule  48.  No  person,  other  than  the  Clerk  and  his  assistants, 
shall  be  permitted  at  the  Clerk  's  desk  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
being  taken. 

Bule  49.  After  the  roll  has  been  called  and  before  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  result,  any  senator  may  demand  a  verification 
of  the  vote,  when  the  Clerk  shall  read,  first  the  names  of  those 
senators  voting  in  the  affirmative,  then  of  those  voting  in  the  nega- 
tive, when  any  senator  on  account  of  error,  or  for  any  other  reason, 
may  change  his  vote;  but  no  senator  shall  be  permitted  to  change 
his  vote,  as  recorded,  after  the  roll  call  has  been  verified  and  the 
result  declared. 
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DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 


Rule  50.  When  a  senator  desires  to  address  the  Senate  or  to 
make  a  motion,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully  address  himself  to 
''Mr.  President, ;'  and  the  President  shall  recognize  him  by  an- 
nouncing "The   Senator  from  — ■ "    naming  the   county;    and 

if  the  county  is  represented  by  more  than  one  senator  the  announce- 
ment shall  be  ' '  The  senator  from —  Mr.  . ' J 

Rule  51.  When  two  or  more  senators  seek  recognition  of  the 
Chair  at  the  same  time,  the  President  shall  decide  which  senator 
shall  speak  first. 

Rule  52.  No  senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question  except  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  by  leave  of  the  Sen- 
ate; and,  the  Senator  speaking  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question 
under  debate,  and  avoid  personalities. 

Rule  53.  Any  senator  while  discussing  a  question  may  read, 
or  cause  to  be  read,  from  books,  papers  or  documents  any  matter 
of  reasonable  length  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  consideration 
without  asking  leave.  The  President  shall  decide  upon  the  relevancy 
of  the  matter  thus  read,  and  upon  the  limitation  as  to  length,  but  his 
decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal. 

Rule  54.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  pending- 
question,  when  the  President  shall  restate  the  same. 

Rule  55.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
and  the  decision  of  the  President  as  to  its  divisibility  shall  be 
subject  to  appeal  as  in  questions  of  order. 

Rule  56.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Pres- 
ident without  debate;  such  decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  to 
the  Senate  by  any  two  senators,  on  which  appeal  no  senator  shall 
speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  the  Pres- 
ident may  speak  in  preference  to  senators. 

Rule  57.  If  any  senator,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules   of  the   Senate,   the  President   shall  or   any  member  may, 
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call  him  to  order;  and  the  senator  called  to  order  shall  take  his 
seat,  if  required  to  do  so  by  the  President,  until  the  question  of 
order  is  decided. 

Eule  58.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  a  senator  called  to 
order,  ho  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise  he  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  proceed,  in  case  any  senator  objects,  without  leave 
of  the  Senate. 

Eule  59.  If  a  senator  call  another  to  order  for  words  spoken 
in  debate,  he  shall,  if  r'equired  by  the  President,  reduce  to  writing 
the  language  used  by  the  senator  which  is  deemed  to  be  out  of  order. 
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Eule  60.  Bills  may  be  introduced  by  a  senator,  or  as  the  report 
of  a  committee  in  the  regular  order  of  business,  or  at  any  other 
time,  on  leave  of  the  senate,  upon  a  statement  of  the  object  of  the 
bill. 

Eule  61.  Bills  shall  be  legibly  written,  typewritten,  or  printed, 
and  shall  bear  the  name  of  the  author,  and  must  in  all  respects  as 
to  form,  comply  with  the  constitution  and  the  rules  of  the  Senate. 

Eule  62.  Bills  shall  have  noted  in  their  title  a  distinct  refer- 
ence to  the  subject  or  matter  to  which  they  relate,  and  if  they  pro- 
pose the  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  law,  to  the  section  proposed 
to  be  amended  or  repealed. 

Eule  63.  In  all  bills  introduced,  which  seek  to  amend  existing 
statutes,  any  new  matter  contained  therein  shall  be  underscored, 
and  when  printed,  the  matter  so  underscored  shall  be  printed  in 
italics;  and  when  an  amendment  is  sought  by  the  omission  or  elimi- 
nation, of  matter  in  an  existing  law,  the  author  shall  indicate  such 
omission  or  elimination  by  asterisks,  and  the  printer  shall  follow 
such  indicated  marks  in  copy.  No  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  printer 
by  the  Clerk  which  does  not  conform  to  these  requirements. 

Eule  64.  Upon  the  first  reading  of  a  bill,  and  before  it  is 
printed,  the  author  may,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  make  correction 
in  the  form  or  phraseology,  but  after  a  bill  has  been  read  the  sec- 
ond time  such  change  must  be  made  in  regular  form  by  amendment. 

Eule  65.  If  opposition  be  made  to  a  bill  on  the  first  reading, 
the  question  shall  be,  " Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  the  bill 
be  not  rejected,  it  shall  pass  to  a  second  reading  in  the  order  of 
proceeding. 

Eule  66.  All  bills  shall  be  read  the  second  time  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  unless  made  a  special  order,  shall 
be  placed  upon  the  calendar  and  read  the  third  time  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  directed  to  third  reading. 

Eule  67.  On  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  the  President  shall 
state  that  it  is  ready  for  commitment  or  engrossment;  if  no  motion 
or  order  be  made  to  the  contrary,  it  shall  be  committed  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  to  be  considered  in  its  order;  if  the  bill  be 
ordered  to  be  engrossed,  the  Senate  shall  direct  on  what  day  it  shall 
be  read  the  third  time. 
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Rule  68.  House  bills  when  altered  or  amended  by  the  Senate, 
shall  be  engrossed    in   like   manner   as   Senate    bills   preparatory   to 

their  third  reading. 

Rule  69.  If  a  question  on  ordering  a  bill  to  he  engrossed  lor  r 
third  reading  on  a  particular  day  he  lost,  it  shall  not  preclude  :i 
motion  to  order  it  to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading  on  a  differ 
ent  day,  unless  a  division  of  the  question  be  called  for;  but  if,  on 
such  division,  the  question  on  engrossing  a  bill  shall  fail,  the  hill 
shall  be  considered  as  lost. 

Rule  70.  After  commitment  and  report  to  the  Senate,  or  at  any 
time  before  its  passage,  a  bin  or  resolution  may  be  recommitted. 

Rule  71.     If  a  bill  or  resolution  be  lost,  and  the  vote  reconsid- 
ered,  such   bill   or  resolution  shall   not   thereafter  be   committed    to 
other  than  a  standing  committee,  except  when  it  is  sought  to  amend 
such  bill,  when  it  may  be  committed  to  a  select  committee,  with   in 
structions  for  that  purpose. 

Rule  72.  A  bill  or  resolution  may  be  made  a  special  order  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  73.  All  bills  and  resolutions  reported  by  a  committee, 
with  recommendation  for  passage  or  adoption,  or  ordered  to  be  read 
the  third  time  without  reference,  shall,  unless  the  Senate  otherwise 
order,  be  placed  on  the  calendar  for  the  second  day  following  their 
being  so  reported  or  ordered. 

Rule  74.  Bills  standing  in  order  for  third  reading  shall  be 
taken  up  and  read  without  a  motion  to  that  effect,  and,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Senate,  the  question  shall  be  ' '  Shall  the  bill 
pass?" 

Rule  75.  When  a  bill  which  has  been  set  for  third  reading  on 
a  particular  day,  shall,  for  any  reason,  not  be  reached  on  that  day, 
it  shall  stand  for  third  reading  on  the  first  succeeding  day  when 
bills  for  third  reading  shall  be  reached  in  the  regular  order  of  busi- 
ness. 

Rule  76.  When  a  bill  has  been  ordered  for  third  reading  on  a 
particular  day,  or  at  a  certain  hour,  it  shall  not  sooner  be  taken 
up  except  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  77.  If  a  bill  be  amended  before  being  placed  upon  the 
calendar  for  third  reading,  the  Clerk  shall  note  on  the  calendar  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  amended,  and  shall  cite  the  date  when  such 
amendment  was  made  and  the  page  of  the  Senate  or  House  Journal 
upon  which  such  amendment  appears. 

Rule  78.  On  the  passage  of  all  bills  making  appropriations  of 
money  or  in  concurring  in  House  amendments  thereto,  a  separate 
vote  on  any  item  or  items  therein  shall,  on  demand  of  any  five 
senators,  first  be  had  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the 
Journal;  and  every  such  item  failing  to  receive  the  votes  of  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  or  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  elected,  if  required  by  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
stricken  from  such  bill  before  the  vote  is  taken  upon  its  passage. 
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Rule  80.  No  motion  or  proposition  upon  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an 
amendment. 

Rule  81.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed 
divisible;  and  a  refusal  to  strike  out  shall  be  equivalent  to  agreeing 
to  the  matter  in  that  form,  but  shall  not  preclude  further  amend- 
ment by  way  of  addition. 

Rule  82.  Matter  inserted  in  or  stricken  from  a  bill  by  amend- 
ment cannot  be  subsequently  stricken  from  or  inserted  in  a  bill  by 
amendment,  thus  restoring  it  to  its  original  form,  but  this  result 
may  be  reached  by  reconsideration,  if  in  order. 

Rule  83.  After  a  bill  has  been  read  the  third  time  it  shall  not 
be  amended,  except  by  reference  to  a  committee  with  instructions 
to  amend,  which  instructions  shall  embody  the  amendment  or  amend- 
ments proposed.  But  it  shall  be  in  order  to  instruct  a  committee 
to  amend  an  engrossed  bill  in  any  particular. 

Rule  84.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall,  at  any  time,  be  amended 
by  annexing  thereto  or  incorporating  therewith  any  other  bill  or 
resolution  pending  beiore  the  Senate. 
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Rule  85.  Resolutions  may  be  offered  by  a  senator  in  his  in- 
dividual capacity,  or  as  a  report  of  a  committee  in  the  regular 
order  of  business,  or  at  any  other  time  on  leave  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  86.  When  a  joint  resolution  is  offered  in  the  Senate,  or 
upon  the  reading  of  a  resolution  from  the  House  of  Representatives, 
such  resolution  shall  lie  over  for  one  day  before  being  considered, 
unless  the  Senate  decide  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  without  debate, 
upon  its  immediate  consideration;  fixes  a  future  time  for  its  consid- 
eration; or  refers  it  to  a  committee. 

Rule  87.  No  Senate  resolution  proposing  to  appropriate  money 
shall  be  in  order;  but  money  appropriated  by  law  for  the  contingent 
expenses  of  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  may  be  disbursed 
by  resolution  of  such  branch.     (State  vs.  Oglevee,  36  O.  S.  324.)

RECONSIDERATION. 


Rule  109.  A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  made  only  by  a  sen- 
ator who  voted,  with  the  prevailing  side,  and  such  motion  to  be  in 
order  must  be  made  within  the  next  two  calendar  days  of  actual 
session  of  the  Senate  and  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  ques- 
tions except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  a  motion  to  request  the  return 
of  a  bill,  resolution  or  other  paper  which  has  gone  out  of  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Senate.

ATLEE  POMEKENE,  Democrat,  was  born  at  Berlin,  Holmes  county,  December 
6,  1863.  Graduated  from  Princeton  College  in  i884,  and  the  Cincinnati  Law 
School  in  1886.  Located  at  Canton,  in  the  practice  of  law  in  1886;  was  elected 
and  served  as  city  solicitor  from  1887  to  1891;  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney 
of  Stark  county  in  1896,  serving  three  years;  was  a  member  of  the  honorary  Tax 
Commission  of  Ohio,  appointed  by  Governor  Andrew  L.  Harris  in  1906;  was 
chairman  of  the  Ohio  State  Democratic  convention  at  Dayton,  held  in  June,  1910. 
which  nominated  him  for  Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  ticket  with  Governor  Jud- 
son  Harmon;  was  elected  Lieutenant-Governor,  November  8,  1910,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  on  January  10,  1911,  elected  him  United  States  Senator  to  succeed 
Senator  Charles  Dick.

UGH  L.  NICHOLS  was  born  at  New 
Bichmond,  March  25,  1865.  He  at- 
tended college  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity at  Delaware,  and  then  entered  the 
Cincinnati  Law  School.  Mr.  Nichols  was 
a  member  of  the  Senate,  Seventy-third 
General  Assembly,  and  in  1898  was  a 
candidate  for  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
on  the  Democratic  state  ticket.  In  1900  he 
was  delegate  to  the  national  Democratic 
convention.  In  1910  he  was  chairman 
of  the  Democratic  state  executive  com-

WILLIAM  N.  SHAFFEE,  of  Paulding,  was  born  at 
Bertha  Furnace,  May  28,  1869.  He  was  appointed 
postmaster  at  Antwerp  by  President  Cleveland  in  1893,  and 
at  the  close  of  his  four-year  term  engaged  in  the  dry  goods 
business.  In  1902  he  was  elected  recorder  of  Paulding 
county,  and  was  re-elected  in  1905,  resigning  "before  the  close 
of  the  term  to  qualify  as  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the 
Seventy-eighth  General  Assembly  to  which  he  was  elected 
in  1908.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Seventy-ninth  General 
Assembly  in  1910.  Senator  Shaffer  is  president  of  the  Paulding  Dry  Goods  Com- 
pany, and  of  the  Paulding  National  Bank.    He  is  a  Democrat. 
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HERMAN  R.  DITTMER 

Representing  the  Thirty=Third   District. 

HERMAN  E.  DITTMER,  of  Napoleon,  was  born  in  Henry 
county,  September  4,  1869.  He  graduated  fiom  the 
Ohio  Normal  University  at  Ada  in  1892,  and  from  the  Cincin- 
nati Law  School  in  1895.  In  1897  he  was  elected  prosecuting 
attorney  of  Henry  county  and  served  two  terms.  He  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  education,  and  at  present 
is  holding  the  office  of  city  solicitor  of  Napoleon.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  Seventy-ninth  General  Assembly 
as  a  Democrat.

Representing  the  Thirty= Fourth  District. 

US.  GRANT  DEATON,  Republican,  of  Toledo,  was  born 
•  near  Claypool,  Ind.,  May  19,  1867.  He  received  his 
high  school  education  at  Warsaw,  Ind.,  and  completed  his  aca- 
demic education  at  Ohio  Normal  University  at  Ada.  He 
graduated  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at 
St.  Louis  in  1893,  and  from  the  Memphis  College  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  in  1894.  Dr.  Deaton  came  to  Ohio  in  1894,  :iud 
practiced  his  profession  until  he  entered  the  U.  S.  army  a«- 
an   assistant   surgeon,   and   was   ordered   to    China;   later    he 

served  in  the  Philippines  under  General  Funston.  He  has  been  identified  with  the 
Ohio  National  Guard  for  a  number  of  years,  and  at  present  holds  the  rank  of 
captain.  Dr.  Deaton  never  was  a  candidate  for  or  held  public  office  until  elected 
to  the  Senate  of  the  Seventy-ninth  General  Assembly. 


CARL  H.  KELLER 

Representing  the  Thirty=  Fourth  District. 

KARL  H.  KELLER,  of  Toledo,  was  born  in  that  city  Jan- 
uary 9,  1875,  and  has  lived  there  all  his  life.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools,  and  graduated  from  the  To- 
ledo high  school  and  the  manual  training  school.  He  is  a 
lawyer  by  profession,  making  a.  specialty  of  patents  and 
patent  cases.  He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  politics 
since  reaching  his  majority,  but  he  held  no  public  office  un- 
til he  was  elected  as  a  Republican  to  the  Senate  of  the  Sev- 
enty-eighth General  Assembly.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Seventy-ninth  General 
Assembly. 
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v  Law  Library  of  the  Supreme  Court 

This  important  adjunct  of  the  Supreme  Court  had  its  beginning  in 
1860,  when,  upon  the  completion  of  the  present  Capitol  Building,  the 
law  books  belonging  to  the  State  Library  were  taken  to  the  rooms  as- 
signed to  the  Supreme  Court  and  placed  Under  the  care  of  the  Judicial 
Department. 

At  this  time  the  number  of  books  was  less  than  two  thousand.  In 
1867  the  General  Assembly  created  the  office  of  Law  Librarian  and  Crier 
of  the  Court,  and  James  H.  Beebe  was  elected  the  first  Librarian ;  he  was 
succeeded  upon  his  death,  in  1903,  by  his  son,  Frank  W.  Beebe.  Dur- 
ing the  period  from  1866  to  1880  the  Library  was  increased  from  twenty- 
five  hundred  to  seventy-five  hundred  volumes,  which  has  steadily  grown 
to  its  present  magnificent  proportions  of  more  than  thirty-five  thousand 
volumes. 

Under  the  able  management  of  the  present  Librarian,  Mr.  E.  Howard 
Gilkey,  there  have  been  added  needed  English  and  Canadian  reports,  law 
and  text-books,  all  the  recent  American  legal  publications  likely  to  be  of 
use  in  Ohio  Courts,  and  complete  sets  of  reports  from  New  Zealand, 
Victoria,  New  South  Wales  and  Queensland,  as  well  as  the  reports  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  so  far  as  published.  In  addition  to  the 
books  in  the  main  library  room  there  are  ten  auxiliary  libraries  on  the 
court  floor  above,  in  which  are  kept  complete  sets  of  Ohio  reports  of  all 
courts,  and  such  other  legal  publications  as  are  in  constant  use  by  the 
members  and  officers  of  the  Court.  The  accessions  run  from  seven  hun- 
dred to  nine  hundred  volumes  per  year  from  the  various  sources,  and  are 
limited  only  by  the  funds  available  for  that  purpose.  The  design  of 
the  Department  is  to  gather  together  in  this  central  location  a  collection 
of  law  books  that  will  be  of  constant  use  to  the  bench  and  bar  of  Ohio, 
as  well  as  to  the  Court  for  which  it  was  originally  established.

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Joint  Rules  of  the  General   Assembly 


Eule  1.  Whenever  the  two  branches  of  the  General  Assembly  Joint  Ses- 
shall  convene  for  any  purpose, required  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  ceediiigs  in. 
of  the  state,  such  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  hall  of  the  House 
of  Bepresentatives,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  joint  resolution 
of  the  two  branches,  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside. 
During  all  such  conventions  each  branch  shall  be  held  to  be  in  ses- 
sion as  a  separate  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  and  be  governed 
by  its  own  rules;  and  except  in  voting  at  elections,  where  each 
member  is  entitled  to  a  separate  vote,  shall  act  as  such,  and  no  ques- 
tion shall  be  considered  as  carried  otherwise  than  by  the  concur- 
rent action  of  both  branches;  provided,  that  either  branch  may, 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  its  members,  dissolve  such  conven- 
tion by  withdrawing  therefrom;  and  such  convention  may,  by  the  May  recess  or 
concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches,  take  a  recess,  or  adjourn  to  a 
time  certain;  but  such  recess  or  adjournment  of  the  convention  shall 
not  be  held  to  be  an  adjournment  or  recess  of  either  branch,  nor 
to  prevent  either  from  proceeding  with  its  usual  business  during 
such  recess  or  adjournment  of  the  convention. 

Eule  2.     In  all  elections  in  joint  session,  a  majority  of  the  votes    Elections  in. 
cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.

Eule  3.  Bills  introduced  in  either  house  shall  be  legibly  writ- 
ten, typewritten,  or  printed,  and  shall  bear  the  name  of  the  author 
and  must  in  all  respects,  as  to  form,  comply  with  the  laws,  and  the 
rules  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Eule  4.  Bills  shall  have  noted  in  their  titles  a  distinct  refer- 
ence to  the  subject  or  matter  to  which  they  relate  and  also,  if  they 
propose  the  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  law,  to  the  section  proposed 
to  be  amended  or  repealed. 

Eule  5.     Bills,  as  well  as  joint  resolutions,  shall  be  printed  after    shall  be 
their  first  reading,  and  distributed  for  the  use  of  members  of  the    PrInted- 
two  houses. 

Eule   6.     In   all  bills  introduced  which  seek  to  amend  existing    jfew  matter 
statutes  any  new  matter  contained  therein  shall  be  underscored  by    jj  ^^J]13 
the  author,   and  when  printed  the  matter  so  underscored  shall  be    cated. 
printed  in  italics;  and  when  amendment  is  sought  by  the  omission 
or  elimination  of  matter  in  an  existing  law  the  author  shall  indicate 
such  omission  or  elimination  by  asterisks  and  the  printer  shall  fol- 
low such  indicated  marks   in   copy.     No  bill   shall  be   sent   to  the 
printer  by  the  Clerk  which  does  not  conform  to  these  requirements. 
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Rule  7.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  has  been  passed  or 
adopted  in  either  house,  notice  shall  be  forthwith  given  to  the  other 
house. 

Eule  8.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  which  shall  have  been 
passed  in  one  house  is  rejected  or  lost  in  the  other,  or  postponed 
indefinitely,  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  given  the  other  house. 

Rule  9.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  which  has  passed  one 
house,  and  been  amended,  passed  and  returned  by  the  other,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  upon  concurrence  in  the  amendment  or  amendments, 
and  the  same  number  of  votes  shall  be  required  to  concur  as  was 
required  to  pass  the  bill  or  resolution  in  the  house  in  which  it 
originated;  and  if  such  house  refuse  to  concur  in  the  amendment, 
notice  shall  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  other  house  where  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  in  the  following  order: 

First,  to  insist  upon  its  amendment  and  ask  for  a  committee 
of  conference;  « 

Second,  to  recede  from  its  amendment,  which  has  the  effect  of 
passing  the  bill  in  the  form  in  which  it  passed  the  house  in  which 
it  originated; 

Third,  to  adhere  to  its  amendment,  which  precludes  a  commit- 
tee of  conference.

Rule  10.  All  committees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  three  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  three  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  both  houses. 

Rule  11.  Whenever  any  committee  of  conference  of  the  two 
houses  shall  ^disagree,  other  committees  may  be  appointed;  and  if 
either  of  the  two  houses  shall  disagree  to  any  report  of  a  com- 
mittee of  conference,  such  house  shall  forthwith  notify  the  other  of 
such  disagreement,  and  request  another  committee  of  conference; 
and  thereupon  another  committee  shall  be  appointed. 

Rule  12.  A  committee  of  conference  appointed  to  consider  mat- 
ters of  difference  between  the  two  houses  upon  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion, may  consider  and  include  in  its  report  any  amendments  per- 
tinent to  the  bill  or  joint  resolution,  whether  or  not  the  form  or  sub- 
stance of  such  amendments  relate  exclusively  to  the  original  mat- 
ters of  difference,  or  the  committee  may  offer  a  substitute  for 
said  bill  or  resolution. 

Rule  13.  The  report  of  a  conference  committee  is  always  in 
order  except  during  a  roll  call  or  division,  and  can  not  be  laid  on 
the  table,  referred  to  a  committee,  or  indefinitely  postponed,  and 
must  be  voted  upon  as  a  whole.

Rule  14.     All  messages  sent  from  one  house  to  the  other  shall 
be  carried  by  an  officer  or  employe  of  said  house  who  shall  give  a 
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receipt  for  the  same  to  the  message  clerk  from  whom  he  receives 
the  message,  lie  shall  deliver  the  message  without  delay  to  the 
clerk  of  the  house  to  which  it  is  sent  and  take  a  receipt  therefor 
from  said  clerk  or  one  of  his  assistants  authorized  by  him  to  re- 
ceipt for  messages.  The  receiving  clerk  shall  deliver  such  message 
to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  body,  who  shall,  in  the  propel  order 
of  business,  and  within  a  reasonable  time,  lay  Jt  before  the  house. 

ENGROSSMENT  OF  BILLS. 


Eule  15.  All  bills  and  resolutions,  before  they  are  passed  or 
adopted  by  either  house,  shall  be  carefully  engrossed  in  plain  hand- 
writing, in  printing  or  in  typewriting,  and  the  engrossed  copy  care- 
fully compared  with  the  original  bill,  and  the  Journal  showing  the 
amendments  agreed  to. 

Eule  16.  When  a  bill  shall  have  passed  one  house,  and  shall 
be  amended  in  the  other,  the  amendments  shall  be  engrossed  upon  a 
separate  piece  of  paper,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  fully 
engrossed,  and  both  returned,  with  the  engrossed  bill  received  from 
the  other  house,  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated.  In  such  en- 
grossments, sections  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  amended  shall  be 
engrossed  in  a  plain  engrossing  hand-writing,  in  printing  or  type- 
writing. Whenever  a  bill  shall  be  passed  in  one  house  and  sent  to 
the  other  and  a  substitute  therefor  is  agreed  to  by  such  house,  in 
the  communications  between  the  houses  such  substitute  shall  be 
designated  and  treated  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  bill,  and 
the  message  relating  thereto  shall  definitely  show  as  in  case  of 
other  amendments,  how  the  original  bill  is  amended. 

Eule  17.  A  bill  or  joint  resolution  having  been  reported  to 
either  house  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Enrollment,  shall  not  there- 
after be  subject  to  amendment,  commitment  or  other  action  by  either 
house;  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  bills  returned  to  the 
General  Assembly  by  the  Governor  or  Secretary  of  State.

SIGNING  AND  VETO  OF  BILLS. 


Eule  18.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  shall  have  passed 
both  houses,  shall  first  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
representatives,  and  then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  latter 
affixing  the  date  thereto  and  delivering  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Senate  who  shall  deliver  each  bill  so  passed  to  the  Governor, 
taking  a  receipt  therefor,  and  each  joint  resolution  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  taking  the  latter 's  receipt  therefor.  When  any  bill  shall 
have  been  disapproved  by  the  Governor  and  subsequently  enacted 
into  law  over  such  veto,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  the  enrolled  copy  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  in  each  house  subsequent  to  the  veto,  attested 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  President  of  the  Senate. 

Eule  19.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed  either 
house,  and  been  sent  to  the  other  for  concurrence,  such  bill  or  joint 
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resolution  shall  take  precedence  on  the  calendar,  of  all  bills,  joint 
resolutions  or  resolutions  not  yet  passed  or  adopted  by  the  house 
in  which  they  originated;  provided,  that  such  bills  or  joint  resolu- 
tions shall  not  take  precedence  of  other  bills  or  joint  resolutions 
which  may  have  been  carried  over  from  an  unfinished  calendar. 

Eule  20.  Any  bill  placed  on  the  calendar  for  third  reading, 
informally  passed,  and  which  was  not  subsequently  called  up  for 
consideration,  shall  be  placed  in  its  order  at  the  head  of  the  cal- 
endar of  bills  for  third  reading  on  the  succeeding  day. 

Eule  21.  The  chairman  of  each  committee  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Eepresentatives  shall,  at  some  time  before  the  final  con- 
sideration of  any  bill  referred  to  his  committee,  if  objection  thereto 
be  made  or  material  amendment  offered  in  committee,  give  verbal 
or  written  notice  to  the  author  of  the  bill,  fixing  a  time  when  he 
may  be  heard  by  the  committee. 

Eule  22.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  in  each  house  on 
the  adoption  of  all  joint  resolutions  and  upon  concurrence  in  amend- 
ments made  by  one  house  to  a  bill  or  resolution  originating  in  the 
other,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  the  reports  of  conference  com- 
mittees. 

Eule  23.  The  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresenta- 
tives shall  cause  a  calendar  for  each  branch  of  the  General  As- 
sembly to  be  printed  and  placed  upon  the  desk  of  each  Senator  and 
Eepresentative  before  the  opening  of  each  daily  session,  showing 
for  the  day  bills  for  second  reading,  the  bills  for  third  reading, 
and  the  special  orders  of  the  day. 

Eule  24.  The  calendar  may  also  show  such  other  information 
relating  to  the  business  of  the  houses  as  the  Chair  or  the  Clerk 
may  desire  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  members. 

Eule  25.  When  a  message  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  General 
Assembly  by  the  Governor  expressing  his  disapproval  of  any  bill, 
section,  or  item  of  a  bill  which  has  been  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  the  question  shall  be  presented  in  each  house  as  follows: 
"Shall  the  bill  (section  or  item,  as  the  case  may  be)  be  passed 
notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Governor?"

DUTIES  OF  THE  SPEAKER. 


Eule  1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely 
at  the  hour  to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned  or  taken  a 
recess,  and  shall  immediately  call  the  members  to  order. 

Eule  2.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal 
before  it  is  read. 

Eule  3.  The  Speaker  may  name  any  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
an.  adjournment. 

Eule  4.  The  Speaker  shall  have  general  direction  of  the  hall, 
and  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
House;  and  in  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
galleries  or  lobby,  the  Speaker,  or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

Eule  5.-  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  it 
shall  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House,  in  which  case  they  shall 
be  appointed.,  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

Eule  6.  The  Speaker  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  House,  while 
the  same  is  in  session,  sign  all  acts,  addresses  and  joint  resolutions, 
when  passed  by  both  houses;  and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas, 
issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand,  attested  by 
the  Clerk,  except  when  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Eule  7.  When  both  the  Speaker  and  Speaker  pro  tern,  are  ab- 
sent, at  the  hour  to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  or  taken 
recess,  except  in  the  case  mentioned  in  Eule  3,  the  clerk  shall  call 
the  House  to  order,  and  the  House  shall  proceed  to  choose  some 
member  to  act  as  such  until  either  the  Speaker  or  Speaker  pro  tern, 
shall  be  present. 

DUTIES  OF  MEMBERS. 
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Eule  8.  Whenever  a  member  is  about  to  speak  he  shall  rise 
from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  "Mr.  Speaker," 
and  the  Speaker  shall  announce  the  member  from  the  county  he 
represents;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  representative  from  such 
county,  then  by  adding  the  name  of  the  member. 

Eule  9.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  rise  and  ad- 
dress the  Chair,  shall  speak  first;  but  when  two  or  more  members 
shall  rise   at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  to

Eule  10.  A  member  may  speak  either  from  his  seat,  or  from  where  he 
the  seat  of  any  other  member,  tendered  him  for  that  purpose,  or  ™JJ^  sPeak 
from  the  Clerk's  stand. 
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Eule  11.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  unless  by  leave  of  the -House;  and  he  shall  confine  himself 
to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality.  This  rule  shall 
not  apply  to  proceedings  in  committee  of  the  whole. 

Eule  12.  Any  member,  while  discussing  a  question,  may  read 
from  books,  papers,  or  documents,  any  matter  pertinent  to  the -sub- 
ject under  consideration,  without  asking  leave. 

Eule  13.     Any  member  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question. 

Eule  14.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
and  the  decision  of  the  Speaker,  as  to  its  divisibility,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  appeal,  as  in  questions  of  order. 

Eule  15.  Every  member  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall 
vote,  unless  the  House  excuse  him. 

Eule  16.  A  request  to  be  excused  from  voting,  or  an  explana- 
tion of  a  vote  shall  not  be  in  order,  unless  made  before  the  House 
divides,  or  before  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  commenced.  The 
member  making  such  request,  may  make  a  brief  oral  statement  of 
the  reasons  for  making  such  request,  and  the  question  of  excusing 
such  member  shall  then  be  taken  without  further  debate.

Official  Time 

The  standard  of  time  throughout  this  State  is  that  ^)f  the  ninetieth 
meridian  of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich,  and  is  kn^wn  as  central 
standard  time.  Courts,  banks,  public  offices  and  legal  or  official  proceed- 
ings are  regulated  thereby;  and  when,  by  a  law,  rule,  order  or  process 
of  any  authority,  created  by  or  pursuant  to  law,  an  act  must  be  per- 
formed at  or  within  a  prescribed  time,  it  shall  be  so  performed  according 
to  such  standard  of  time. 


Note. — The  above  does  not  govern  the  General  Assembly  in  the  election  of 
a  United  States  Senator  for  the  reason  that  the  Federal  Statutes  provide  that 
such  election  must  be  held  at  12  o'clock  meridian  time,  which  at  Columbus,  is 
twenty-eight  minutes  faster  than  standard  time. 


The  first  newspaper  printed  northwest  of  the  Ohio  River  was  issued 
at  Cincinnati  November  9,  1793,  by  William  Maxwell.  It  was  entitled 
"The  Centinel  of  the  Northwestern  Territory,"  and  its  motto,  "Open 
to  all  parties,  but  influenced  by  none."

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HIGHWAYS. 

The  first  gravel  road  extended  from  Warren,  Trumbull  County,  to 
Lake  Erie,  and  soon  after  one  was  constructed  from  Cincinnati  through 
Lebanon,  Waynesville  and  Xenia  to  Springfield. 

There  were  clay  turnpikes  previously  constructed,  notably  the  one 
from  Columbus  to  Sandusky  City,  known  as  the  Old  Mud  Pike,  one  hun- 
dred and  six  miles  in'  length. 

The  first  canal,  The  Ohio  and  Erie  Canal,  extending  from  the  Ohio 
River  at  Cincinnati  to  Lake  Erie  at  Toledo,  was  authorized  by  an  act  of 
the  legislature,  passed  February  4,  1825,  and,  with  assistance  from  the 
Federal  Government,  was  completed  in  1832. 

The  first  railroad  was  finished  in  1836,  and  extended  from  Toledo 
to  Adrian,  Michigan.  This  road  was  built  largely  by  the  citizens  of 
Toledo  and  was  operated  by  horse  power  during  the  first  year.  The 
Cincinnati  and  Springfield  Railroad,  now  a  portion  of  the  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  road  between  Springfield  and  Sandusky,  now  a  portion  of  the 
Big  Four  System,  were  constructed  a  few  years  later. 

The  first  steamboat  built  on  Western  waters  was  called  The  Orleans ; 
it  was  constructed  at  Pittsburgh  by  Robert  Fulton,  and  in  the  month 
of  December,  1812,  made  the  trip  down  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers 
to  New  Orleans.

PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTORS. 

At  12  o'clock  on  the  day  appointed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  the  Ohio  Electors  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  shall  meet  at  the  State  House  in  Columbus,  and  then  and  there 
perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States. 

Each  elector  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  at- 
tendance and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile  for  the  estimated 
distance  by  the  usual  route  from  his  place  of  residence  to  the  city  of 
Columbus.    Such  compensation  and  mileage  shall  be  paid  by  the  State. 
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COAT-OF-ARMS 

The  coat-of-arms  of  the  State  of  Ohio  consists  of  the  following 
device:  A  circular  shield  upon  which,  in  the  foreground  on  the  right, 
is  a  sheaf  of  wheat,  on  the  left,  a  bundle  of  seventeen  arrows,  both  stand  • 
ing  erect;  in  the  background,  and  rising  above  the  sheaf  and  arrows,  a 
mountain  range,  over  which  appears  a  rising  sun.  (This  design  is  of  a 
natural  scene  made  from  a  photograph  taken  in  the  vicinity  of  Chilli- 
cothe.) 


OFFICIAL  FLAG 


The  flag  of  the  State  of  Ohio  is  pennant-shaped.  It  has  three  red 
and  two  white  horizontal  stripes ;  the  union  of  the  flag  is  seventeen  five- 
pointed  stars,  white,  in  a  blue  triangular  field,  the  base  of  which  is  the 
staff  end  or  vertical  edge  of  the  flag,  and  the  apex  of  which  is  the  center 
of  the  middle  red  stripe.  The  stars  are  grouped  around  a  red  disc  super- 
imposed upon  a  white  circular  "0."  The  proportional  dimensions  of 
the  flag  and  of  its  various  parts  is  according  to  the  official  design  thereof 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

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SKETCHES  OF  OFFICERS  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HOUSE 

SAMUEL  J.  VININQ 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepresenta- 
tives,  was  born  at  South  Salem,  Ind., 
March  22,  1864,  of  German-Irish  par- 
entage. His  education  was  acquired  in 
the  public  schools  and  Portland  Univer- 
sity. He  came  with  his  parents  to  Darke 
county,  and  later  removed  to  Mercer 
county,  which  county  he  represented  in 
the  Seventy-eighth  and  Seventy-ninth 
General  Assemblies.  Mr.  Vining  taught 
school  for  fifteen  years  after  coming  to 
Ohio.  He  is  greatly  interested  in  educa- 
tional affairs.  He  is  a  Democrat,  and 
has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace,,  clerk 
of  courts,  two  terms;  member  of  the 
school  board,  twelve  years,  and  secretary 
of  the  local  agricultural  society.  Speak- 
er Vining  is  married,  and  has  three  chil- 
dren. Fraternally,  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  Odd  Fellows,  Elks,  W.  O.  W.,  D.  O.  K.  K.  and  F.  O.  E. 


PRICE   RUSSELL 

Was  born  in  the  year  1865,  in  Me- 
dina county.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools,  Ohio  University 
and  the  Cincinnati  Law  School.  He 
taught  school  five  terms,  was  editor  for 
one  year  of  the  Athens  Journal,  and  edi- 
tor of  the  Medina  Sentinel  for  one  year. 
After  severing  his  connection  with  the 
newspaper  business,  he  began  the  prac- 
tice of  law,  in  which  profession  he  has 
since  been  engaged.  Mr.  Eussell  has 
been  mayor  of  the  village  of  Creston, 
president  of  the  board  of  education,  and 
chairman  of  the  Democratic  executive 
committee  of  Wayne  county.  Under  the 
administration  of  the  late  Governor  J. 
M.  Pattison  he  was  appointed  warden  of 
the  penitentiary.  In  the  year  1906  he 
was  secretary  of  the  Democratic  state 
convention  held  in  Columbus.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Seventy-eighth  General 
Assembly,  and  was  Democratic  floor  leader  of  the  House  in  the  Seventy-ninth 
General  Assembly.  Mr.  Eussell  resides  in  the  village  of  Creston;  is  married,  and 
has  one  child. 
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CHARLES   W.  KEMPEL 

Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, was  born  in  Akron,  May  22,  1863, 
of  German  parentage.  He  was  educated 
in  the  parochial  and  public  schools  until 
he  was  fourteen  years  of  age,  when  he 
obtained  employment  in  a  clothing  store, 
in  which  business  he  continued  fourteen 
years.  He  then  engaged  in  the  sign  and 
advertising  business.  Mr.  Kempel  was 
elected  mayor  of  Al.ron  and  served  two 
terms.  He  was  elected  in  1897  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  in  the  Seventy-third 
General  Assembly,  and  again  elected  in 
1908  to  membership  in  the  Seventy- 
eighth  General  Assembly.  He  declined 
to  be  a  candidate  for  a  second  term  as 
Representative,  and  was  elected  Clerk  of 
the  House  in  the  Seventy-ninth  General 
Assembly.  Mr.  Kempel  assisted  in  or- 
ganizing the  Fourth  Constitutional  Convention,  acting  as  assistant  secretary. 


HARRY   R.  YOUNG 

Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House,  is  one 
of  the  well  known  Democrats  of  central 
Ohio.  He  was  born  in  Marion  county, 
April  24,  1860.  After  he  was  graduated 
from  the  high  school,  he  was  appointed 
deputy  clerk  of  courts  of  Marion  county, 
which  position  he  held  for  nine  years. 
In  the  year  1887  he  was  elected  clerk  of 
courts,  serving  six  and  one-half  years.  In 
1895  he  moved  to  Cleveland,  and  one 
year  later  was  appointed  Chief  Deputy 
United  States  Marshal,  continuing  in  that 
position  until  August,  1900.  The  various 
public  offices  he  held  gave  him  a  large 
acquaintance  with  the  leading  men  of 
his  party,  and  in  1901  he  was  nominated 
by  the  Democratic  state  convention  for 
Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court.  During  the 
past  ten  years  Mr.  Young  has  been  ac- 
tively engaged  in  promoting  interurban 

railroads.     He  is  a  member  of  Masonic  and  Elks  lodges.     Mr.  Young  assisted  in 
organizing  the  Fourth  Constitutional  Convention,  acting  as  assistant  secretary. 
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EDWARD  W.  HUGHES 

Parliamentarian,  and  general  clerk  of 
the  House,  in  the  Seventy-ninth  General 
Assembly,  was  born  in  Wilmington,  Jan- 
uary 26,  1865,  and  is  of  Welsh  descent. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools, 
the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans' 
Home,  and  Wilmington  College.  He  was 
for  twenty  years  engaged  in  the  mer- 
chant tailoring  business;  eight  years 
editor  and  publisher  of  the  Blanches- 
ter  Star-Bepublican;  served  as  city 
clerk  of  Wilmington  from  1889  to  1890, 
and  two  years  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  managers  of  Wilmington  College.  Mr. 
Hughes  served  continuously  as  mes- 
sage clerk  of  the  House  of  Kepresenta- 
tives  for  more  than  a  decade,  and  was 
the  only  Eepublican  clerk  retained  by 
the  present  Democratic  General  Assem- 
bly. He  is  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  ex-pupils  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers' 
and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  Xenia,  which  has  a  membership  of  more  than  ten 
thousand  scattered  throughout  the  United  States.

When  the  Civil  War  be- 
gan he  enlisted  in  the  166th  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
after  a  short  service  he  was  taken  ill,  and  later  was  sent 
home.  When  his  health  permitted  he  re-enlisted  in  the 
192d  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  commissioned  second 

lieutenant,  and  later  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant,  serving  until  the  close  of 
the  war.  He  is  the  head  of  the  S.  E.  Crawford  Carriage  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, of  NorwTalk,  having  been  in  the  business  continuously  for  thirty-three  years. 
He  assisted  in  organizing,  and  is  vice-president  of  the  Home  Savings  &  Loan 
Company;  secretary  of  the  Soldiers'  Belief  Committee,  trustee  of  the  Children's 
Home,  member  of  the  Whittlesey  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  member 
of  the  Firelands  Historical  Society.  He  is  married,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Odd 
Fellows,  Maccabees,  Eoyal  Arcanum  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

At  ten  o'clock,  forenoon,  of  the  day  appointed  for 
the  beginning  of  a  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  the 
oldest  senator-elect  present,  shall  take  the  chair,  call  the  senators- 
elect  to  order,  and  appoint  one  of  them  clerk  pro  tempore.  The 
chairman  shall  call  the  senatorial  districts  in  their  numerical  order, 
and  as  they  are  called  the  persons  claiming  to  be  senators-elect 
therefrom  shall  present  their  certificates    and  take  the  oath  of  office. 

Section  36.  After  the  senators-elect  have  taken  the  oath  of  of- 
fice, if  there  is  a  quorum  present,  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  president  pro  tempore,  a  clerk,  five  assistant  clerks, 
to-wit:  A  journal  clerk,  message  clerk,  engrossing  clerk,  enrolling 
clerk  and  a  recording  clerk;  a  sergeant-at-arms,  first  assistant  ser- 
geant-at-arms, and  a  second  assistant  sergeant-at-arms.  The  elec- 
tion shall  be  in  the  order  herein  stated,  and  by  viva  voce  vote. 

Section  37.  At  ten  o'clock,  forenoon,  of  the  day  appointed  for 
the  beginning  of  a  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the 
Secretary  of  State,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  the  Auditor 
of  State,  shall  take  the  chair  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, call  the  representatives-elect  to  order,  and  appoint  one 
of  them  clerk  pro  tempore.  He  also  shall  call  the  counties  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  as  they  are  called,  the  representatives-elect  there- 
from shall  present  their  certificates  and  take  the  oath  of  office. 

Section  38.  After  the  representatives-elect  have  taken  the  oath 
of  office,  if  there  is  a  quorum  present,  the  House  shall  proceed  to 
the  election  of  a  speaker,  a  speaker  pro  tempore,  a  clerk,  five  as- 
sistant clerks,  to-wit:  A  journal  clerk,  message  clerk,  engrossing 
clerk,  enrolling  clerk,  and  a  recording  clerk;  a  sergeant-at-arms,  first 
assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  second  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  and  a 
third  assistant  sergeant-at-arms.  The  election  shall  be  in  the  order 
stated,  and  by  viva  voce  vote. 

Section  39.  A  majority  of  the  votes  given  at  an  election  for 
an  officer  of  either  house  shall  be  necessary  to  elect.  If  a  choice  is 
not  made  on  or  before  the  tenth  voting,  the  person  thereafter  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected. 

Section  40.  No  additional  assistant  clerks  or  assistant  sergeant- 
at-arms  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  either  house  of  the  General 
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Assembly,  except  on  the  application  of  the  clerk  or  sergeant  at  arms, 
and  the  passage  of  a  resolution  by  such  house  providing  therefor; 
such  resolution  may  require  either  the  election  of  such  assistants, 
or  their  appointment  by  the  clerk  and  sergeant-at-arms,  respectively. 

Section  41.  The  oath  of  office  of  senators  and  represent,;!  t 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  the  speaker  and  speaker 
pro  tempore  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  the  clerk  and  assistant 
clerks,  the  sergeant-at-arms  and  assistant  sergeants-at-arms  of  each 
house,  may  be  administered  by  a  member  or  by  a  person  author i /.<•<! 
to  administer  oaths. 

Section  42.  The  clerk  and  sergeant-at-arms  of  each  house  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  the  term  of  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives electing  them,  respectively,  unless  sooner  removed  by  rsolu- 
tion  of  the  house  whose  officers  they  are. 

Section  43.  The  clerk  and  sergeant-at-arms  of  each  house  shall 
have  control  of  their  respective  assistants,  and  each  house  by  reso- 
lution may  dismiss  any  of  them  whose  services  are  not  needed,  or 
who  do  not  perform  their  duties  satisfactorily. 

Section  44.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  throe 
pages,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  five  pages, 
who  shall  serve  during  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly,  unless 
sooner  dismissed  for  cause  by  the  officer  appointing  them,  or  by 
the  house  for  which  they  were  appointed.  Additional  pages  may 
be  appointed  or  authorized  by  resolution  of  either  house. 

Section  45.  During  the  absence  or  disability  of  its  clerk  or 
sergeant-at-arms,  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly  may  consti- 
tute one  of  the  assistant  clerks,  clerk  pro  tempore,  or  one  of  the 
assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  sergeant-at-arms  pro  tempore.  The  duties 
of  the  clerk  or  sergeant-at-arms  shall  devolve  on  the  assis;ant  so 
appointed,  and  during  the  absence  or  disability  of  his  principal, 
he  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  required  of  his 
principal. 

Section  46.  Upon  a  call  of  either  house,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  General  Assembly,  or  during  a  session  thereof,  if  a  quorum 
of  members  is  not  present,  or  a  member  or  members  are  absent,  the 
members  present  may  direct  the  sergeant-at-arms,  or,  if  there  is  no 
sergeant-at-arms  of  such  house,  any  other  person,  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absentees.  If,  on  a  call  of  either  house,  the  members 
present  refuse  to  excuse  an  absentee,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
compensation  during  his  absence,  and  shall  be  liable  for  expenses 
incurred  in  procuring  his  attendance,  which  shall  be  deducted  from 
his  salary  as  a  member. 

Section  47.  The  resignation  of  a  senator  or  representative  ten- 
dered during  a  session  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  not  take  ef- 
fect until  the/ house  of  which  he  is  a  member  has  accepted  it  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  thereto,  exclusive  of  the 
person  tendering  his  resignation.  When  the  General  Assembly  is 
not  in  session,  the  resignation  of  a  senator  or  representative  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Governor,  and  take  effect  if  accepted  by  him.

This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  a  member-elect  of  the  General  As- 
sembly offering  his  resignation  previous  to  the  organization  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  which  he  has  been  elected. 

Section  48.  When  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  meet 
in  joint  convention,  for  a  purpose  required  by  the  Constitution  or 
laws,  such  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Eepresentatives,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  joint  resolution.  Dur- 
ing a  joint  convention,  each  house  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  session 
as  a  separate  branch  of  the  General  Assembly.  Except  in  voting  in 
elections  where  each  member  is  entitled  to  a  separate  vote,  each 
house  shall  act  separately,  and  no  question  shall  be  carried  otherwise 
than  by  the  concurrent  action  of  both  houses.  Either  house,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  may  dissolve  such  convention 
by  an  order  withdrawing  therefrom.  A  joint  convention,  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  the  two  houses,  may  take  a  recess  or  adjourn 
to  a  time  certain;  but  such  recess  or  adjournment  of  the  convention 
shall  not  be  an  adjournment  or  recess  of  either  house,  or  prevent 
such  house  from  proceeding  with  its  business  during  such  recess  or 
adjournment. 

Section  49.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  a  session,  the  ser- 
geant-at-arms  of  each  house  shall  take  charge  of  the  books,  station- 
ery and  other  property  furnished  for  the  use  of  such  house  or  a  mem- 
ber or  officer  thereof,  and  cause  such  property  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  give  duplicate  receipts  therefor. 
The  sergeant-at-arms  shall  deposit  one  of  such  receipts  with  the 
Auditor  of  State. 

Section  50.  Every  member  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  re- 
ceive as  compensation  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  a  year  dm> 
ing  his  term  of  office.  Such  salary  for  such  term  shall  be  paid  in 
the  following  manner:  Two  hundred  dollars  in  monthly  install- 
ments during  the  first  session  of  such  term,  and  the  balance  of  such 
salary  for  such  term  at  the  end  of  such  session.  Each  member 
shall  receive  two  cents  per  mile  each  way  for  mileage  once  a  week 
during  the  session  from  and  to  his  place  of  residence,  by  the  most 
direct  route  of  public  travel  to  and  from  the  seat  of  government, 
to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  regular  or  special  session.  If  a  mem- 
ber is  absent  without  leave,  or  is  not  excused  on  his  return,  there 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  compensation  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  day's  absence. 

Section  51.  The  clerks  and  sergeants-at-arms  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  their  assistants,  shall  each  be  paid 
five  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  during  the  session.  For  serv- 
ices rendered  at  the  organization  of  the  General  Assembly,  each  of 
the  officers  named  in  Section  33,  unless  re-elected  to  his  position, 
shall  be  paid  five  dollars  for  each  day,  for  not  exceeding  ten  days. 

Section  52.  The  word  "attendance"  includes  all  days  from  the 
opening  to  the  close  of  the  session,  except  such  days  of  absence  as 
are  not  excused  by  the  house  to  which  the  member  or  officer  belongs. 
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Section  53.  The  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen 
tatives  shall  be  paid  five  dollars  per  day,  each,  for  the  time  em 
ployed  after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly  in  making 
indexes  to  the  recorded  and  printed  journals,  and  reading  the  proof 
sheets  of  the  printed  journals.  The  bills  therefor  must  be  approved 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Printing  or  a  majority  of  them. 
Such  clerks  shall  have  no  other  allowance  or  compensation  for  serv- 
ices after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly,  except  as  pro- 
vided by  law  or  resolution. 

Section  54.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  and  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives,  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  days'  at- 
tendance of  each  member  and  officer  of  the  respective  houses,  dur- 
ing the  session,  the  number  of  miles  travel  of  each  member  to  and 
from  the  seat  of  government  and  certify  such  attendance  and  mile- 
age, and  the  amount  due  therefor,  to  the  Auditor  of  State. 

Section  55.  'The  sergeants-at-arms  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Eepresentatives  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  per  day  for  the  time 
employed  after  adjournment  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them.  The  time  so  employed  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution 
of  the  respective  houses. 

Section  56.  The  compensation  of  pages  and  other  employes  of 
either  house  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  such  house,  and  not 
changed  during  the  term  for  which  fixed.

Section  57.  The  chairman  of  a  standing  or  select  committee  of 
the  General  Assembly  or  of  either  house  thereof,  authorized  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers,  or  the  chairman  of  a  subcommittee  of  a 
standing  or  select  committee,  so  authorized  may  subpoena  witnesses 
in  any  part  of  the  state  to  appear  before  such  committee  or  subcom- 
mittee, at  a  time  and  place  designated  in  the  subpoena,  to  testify 
concerning  matters  of  inquiry  committed  to  the  committee  or  sub- 
committee, and  may  require  the  production  of  books,  papers  and 
records  by  such  witnesses. 

Section  58.  If  the  subpoena  is  issued  by  a  joint  committee  or 
a  subcommittee  of  a  joint  committee,  it  may  be  delivered  to  the 
sergeant-at-arms  of  either  house  as  the  chairman  determines;  if  it 
is  issued  by  a  committee  of  one  house,  or  a  subcommittee  of  such 
committee,  it  shall  be  directed  to  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  such 
house;  but  in  either  case  it  may  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  any 
county.  The  officer  to  whom  such  subpoena  is  directed,  or  his  as- 
sistant or  deputy,  shall  serve  and  return  it  to  the  chairman  issuing 
it,  as  subpoenas  issued  by  courts  of  record  are  served  and  returned. 
The  subpoena  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Section  12845.  Whoever,  having  been  subpoenaed  or  ordered 
to  appear  before  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  before  a 
standing  or  select  committee  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  either 
branch  thereof,  fails  so  to  do,  or,  having  appeared,  refuses  to  answer 
a  question  pertinent  to  the  matter  under  inquiry,  or  to  produce,  upon 
reasonable  notice,  books,  papers  or  documents  in  his  possession  or 
under  his  control,  pertinent  thereto,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.

Section  59.  Whoever  willfully  fails  to  appear  in  obedience  to 
such  subpoena,  or  appears  and  refuses  to  answer  a  question  pertinent 
to  the  matter  of  inquiry,  or  declines  to  produce  a  paper  or  record 
in  his  possession  or  control,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  for  con- 
tempt of  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  if  the  committee 
be  a  joint  committee  or  of  the  proper  house  of  the  General  Assembly, 
if  the  committee  be  appointed  by  one  house,  and  shall  be  dealt  with 
by  the  General  Assembly,  or  such  house,  according  to  parliamentary 
rules  and  usages  in  cases  of  contempt.  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, before  which  such  person  fails  to  appear  or  refuses  to  answer 
or  produce  a  paper  or  record  on  its  order,  shall  report  the  facts  to 
the  proper  house,  and  on  like  order  issue  a  warrant  for  the  arrest 
and  conveyance  of  the  witness  before  that  house  to  answer  for  the 
contempt.  The  sergeant-at-arms  or  sheriff,  to  whom  such  warrant  is 
directed,  shall  forthwith  execute  it.  Proceedings  against  a  wit- 
ness, or  his  punishment  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  either  house 
thereof,  for  contempt,  shall  not  prevent  or  affect  his  indictment  and 
punishment  for  the  same  offense  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

Section  60.  The  testimony  of  a  witness  examined  before  a  com- 
mittee or  subcommittee  shall  not  be  used  as  evidence  in  a  criminal 
proceeding  against  him.  No  person  shall  be  prosecuted  or  subjected 
to  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of  a  transaction,  mat- 
ter or  thing,  concerning  which  he  so  testifies,  or  produces  evidence, 
documentary  or  otherwise;  but  nothing  herein  shall  exempt  a  wit- 
ness from  the  penalties  of  perjury. 
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Section  61.  Sheriffs  and  witnesses  shall  be  paid  the  same  feci 
and  mileage  for  services  and  attendance,  as  are  allowed  by  law  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  similar  services  and  attendance. 
Such  fees  and  mileage  shall  be  paid  from  the  state;  treasury  on  fche 
certificate  of  the  chairman  of  such  committee. 

Section  62.  The  chairman,  or  a  member  of  a  committee  of  the 
General  Assembly,  or  of  either  house  thereof,  or  of  a  subcommittee, 
may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  produced  or  appearing  before 
such  committee  or  subcommittee.

TESTIMONY  IN  IMPEACHMENTS. 

Section  63.  A  memorial,  petition,  or  complaint,  praying  for  an 
investigation  of  the  official  conduct  of  an  officer  liable  to  impeach- 
ment, may  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Representatives.  Before 
or  after  such  complaint  has  been  presented,  the  person  preferring 
it  may  take  depositions  of  witnesses  to  substantiate  the  complaint, 
and  use  them  as  testimony  before  the  House,  in  determining  whether 
it  will  impeach  such  officer.  Such  depositions  may  be  taken  before 
a  person  authorized  by  law  to  take  depositions  in  other  cases. 

Section  64.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  such  depo- 
sitions shall  be  given  in  the  manner  required  by  law  in  other  cases; 
but  if  the  officer  against  whom  such  complaint  is  made  or  is  about 
to  be  made  is  out  of  the  state,  such  notice  may  be  left  at  his  place 
of  residence  in  the  state.  If  he  has  no  known  place  of  residence 
in  the  state,  such  notice  may  be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed 
in  the  county  of  the  state  where  he  last  resided,  for  three  con- 
secutive weeks  next  preceding  the  time  of  taking  the  depositions. 

Section  65.  If  an  impeachment  is  preferred  to  the  Senate,  and 
the  officer  impeached  is  convicted,  the  person  who  has  caused  the 
depositions  to  be  taken  shall  be  allowed  the  legal  fees  accruing 
thereon.

Bills  for  typesetting 
and  printing,  but  not  for  paper,  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  expenses  of  the  General  Assembly  upon  vouchers  approved

Section  G8.  The  clerk  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly 
shall  keep  a  daily  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  such  house,  which 
shall  be  read  and  corrected  in  its  presence.  After  the  reading  and 
approval  of  the  journal,  it  shall  be  attested  by  the  proper  clerk,  and 
recorded  in  books  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  recorded 
journals  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  be  the 
true  and  authentic  journals.  The  original  daily  journal,  as  kept, 
corrected,  approved,  and  attested,  shall  be  delivered  by  the  re- 
spective clerks  to  the  printer  of  the  journals  for  his  use  in  printing 
them.  Each  clerk  shall  read  and  correct  the  proof  sheets  of  the 
journal  kept  by  himself,  carefully  compare  them  with  the  record 
herein  provided  for,  and  correct  errors  therein. 

Section  69.  No  executive  message,  address,  communication  of 
a  state  officer  or  board,  report  of  the  superintendent  or  other  offi- 
cers of  a  state  institution  or  building,  petition  or  memorial,  argu- 
mentative or  voluminous  report  of  a  standing  or  select  committee 
or  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses,  special  report  of  an  officer  or 
board  in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  either  house  or  to  a  joint  resolu- 
tion, or  other  voluminous  document,  except  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution or  to  bills  and  resolutions,  and  protests  of  members  of 
either  house  against  an  act  or  resolution  thereof,  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  journals  or  recorded  in  the  books  provided  for  in  the  pre- 
ceding sections. 

Section  70.  Six  hundred  copies  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Eepresentatives,  respectively,  shall  be  printed.  To 
each  printed  journal  there  shall  be  an  appendix  of  petitions  and 
memorials,  reports  of  committees,  special  reports,  communications 
of  officers  or  boards,  and  other  papers  and  documents  laid  before 
either  or  both  houses;  but  no  such  paper  or  document  shall  be 
printed  in  either  appendix  unless  so  ordered  by  the  house  before 
which  it  is  laid.  If  a  paper  or  document  is  laid  before  both  houses, 
and  ordered  printed  by  both,  it  shall  be  printed  only  in  the  appen- 
dix to  the  Senate  journal.  The  abstract  of  votes  for  Governor  and 
other  state  officers  shall  be  printed  in  the  appendix  to  the  Senate 
journal.  The  standing  rules  shall  be  printed  in  the  appendix  to  each 
journal. 

Section  71.  Each  clerk  shall  make  an  index  to  the  journal  kept 
by  him,  and  an  index  of  its  appendix,  and  deliver  them  to  the 
printer,  who  shall  print  them  at  the  close  of  the  proper  volumes. 
Each  clerk  shall  make  an  index  to  the  recorded  journal,  and  de- 
liver it  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  preserve  it  with  the 
recorded  journal. 

Section  72.  The  journals  and  appendixes  shall  be  bound  in 
half  law  binding.

Section  7.'5.  Each  clerk  shall  preserve  the  papers  and  documents 
laid  before  the  house  of  which  he  is  clerk,  and  such  of  them  as  art- 
ordered  printed  he  shall  forthwith  deliver  to  the  printer  for  his 
use  in  printing  them.  The  clerks  shall  read  and  correct  the  proofs 
of  papers  and  documents  ordered  to  be  printed  by  either  house. 
Such  printer  shall  immediately  print  five  hundred  copies  thereof. 
Each  executive  officer  shall  receive  one  copy,  and  the  State  Librarian 
five  copies,  which  he  shall  preserve. 

Section  74.  No  additional  copies  of  a  paper  or  document  shall 
be  printed  unless  ordered  by  joint  resolution  within  ten  days  from 
the  day  on  which  the  five  hundred  copies  are  printed  and  delivered 
to  the  clerks.  If  additional  copies  are  so  ordered,  the  printer  shall 
print  them  without  charge  for  composition. 

Section  75.  Each  clerk  shall  keep  a  list  of  papers  and  docu- 
ments of  which  additional  copies  are  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  of 
such  as  are  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  appendix  to  the  journal 
of  the  house  of  which  he  is  clerk,  and  furnish  the  printer  copies 
of  such  lists  if  requested  by  the  printer  so  to  do. 

Section  76.  If  a  paper  or  document  is  ordered  to  be  printed 
in  the  appendix  to  either  journal  before  it  is  delivered  to  the  print- 
er, the  clerk  having  charge  of  it  shall  indorse  thereon:  "Ordered 
to  be  printed  in  appendix."  If  a  paper  or  document  is  ordered 
printed  in  either  appendix  within  ten  days  after  it  was  printed  for 
a  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  no  charge  for  composition  shall 
be  made  for  printing  it  in  the  appendix. 

Sec.  12823.  Whoever  corruptly  gives,  promises  or  offers  to  a 
member  or  officer  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  of  either  house  there- 
of, or  to  a  state,  judicial  or  otner  officer,  public  trustee,  or  an  agent 
or  employe  of  the  state  of  such  officer  or  trustee,  either  before  or 
after  his  election,  qualification,  appointment  or  employment,  any 
valuable  thing,  or  corruptly  offers  or  promises  to  do  any  act  bene- 
ficial to  such  person  to  influence  him  with  respect  to  his  official 
duty,  or  to  influence  his  action,  vote,  opinion  or  judgment,  in  a 
matter  pending,  or  that  might  legally  come  before  him,  and  who- 
ever, being  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  a  state  or  other 
officer,  public  trustee,  agent  or  employe  of  the  state  or  of  such  officer 
or  trustee,  either  before  or  after  his  election,  qualification,  appoint- 
ment or  employment,  solicits  or  accepts  any  valuable  or  beneficial 
thing  to  influence  him  with  respect  to  his  official  duty,  or  to  influ- 
ence his  action,  vote,  opinion  or  judgment,  in  a  matter  pending, 
or  that  might  legally  come  before  him,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  ten  years.

Section  763  as  amended,  O.  L.,  V.  102,  p.  448: 

Section  763.  All  printing  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
must  be  executed  within  this  state.  That  included  in  the  first,  sec- 
ond and  fifth  classes  must  be  executed  within  the  city  of  Columbus. 

Section  767.  The  journals  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General 
Assembly  specified  in  the  second  class  shall  be  printed  in  super  royal 
octavo  form  on  neat  long  primer  type,  with  at  least  two  thousand 
ems  in  a  page,  and  without  unnecessary  leads,  blank  or  broken  lines 
on  pages.  One  thousand  copies  of  the  journal  of  each  house  in  the 
form  herein  provided  shall  be  printed  daily  during  each  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  bound  in  pamphlet  form  without  covers,  and 
the  portion  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate  shall  precede  the  portion 
of  the  journal  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives. 

Section  768.  Each  day  one  copy  of  such  pamphlet  shall  be 
placed  on  the  desk  of  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eep- 
resentatives, one  copy  shall  be  sent  to  each  state  department,  two 
hundred  copies  shall  be  distributed  by  the  members  of  the  Senate, 
under  the  direction  of  the  clerk  thereof  and  six  hundred  copies 
shall  be  distributed  by  the  members  of  the  House  of  Eepresenta- 
tives under  the  direction  of  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Eepresenta- 
tives. The  proper  number  of  sheets  for  the  permanent  copies  of 
such  journals  shall  be  printed,  retained  and  bound  with  the  indexes 
therefor,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  777.  In  estimating  the  composition  of  pamphlets,  laws, 
journals  and  volumes  of  public  documents,  each  necessary  fraction 
of  a  page  shall  be  counted  as  a  full  page,  but  no  blank  page  shall 
be  counted.  If  tabular  statements  occur  in  printing,  and  it  is  not 
practicable  to  put  them  on  pages  of  ordinary  size,  they  shall 
be  printed  on  tabular  sheets  of  the  necessary  size,  and  the  composi- 
tion thereof  shall  be  ascertained  by  measuring  the  printed  surface. 
Figure  work  requiring  additional  justification  in  each  line,  and  ruled 
work  requiring  the  fitting  in  of  rules,  shall  be  allowed  one  price 
and  one-half.  Eule  and  figure  work  shall  be  allowed  double  price 
for  composition,  but  one  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  composition 
of  documents  ordered  printed  by  both  houses  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  no  charge  or  allowance  shall  be  made  for  composition 
when  extra  or  additional  copies  are  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Section  2265.  Each  state  officer  and  board,  and  officer  of  each 
state  institution  or  building  required  by  law  to  make  an  annual  or 
biennial  report  to  the  General  Assembly  or  to  the  Governor,  shall 
file  it  with  the  Governor  on  or  before  the  twentieth  of  November 
of  such  year,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  The  Governor 
shall  cause  such  report  to  be  printed  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, and  submit  such  printed  report  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
the  time  he  presents  his  annual  message.

.  Section  2272.  In  addition  to  the  number  of  reports  provided 
by  the  preceding  four  sections,  there  shall  be  printed  for  distribu- 
tion by  the  Secretary  of  State,  one  hundred  copies  of  each  report;

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PRIMARY    ELECTION    FOR    UNITED    STATES    SENATOR. 

Section  4968.  At  primary  elections,  where  candidates  may  be 
chosen  to  the  General  Assembly,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  elect  a 
United  States  Senator,  there  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  primary 
ballots,  by  each  of  the  boards  of  Deputy  State  Supervisors  of  Elec- 
tions, the  names  of  all  candidates,  for  United  States  Senator  who 
shall  have  filed  with  the  State  Supervisor  of  Elections  petitions 
signed  by  two  per  cent.  (2%)  of  the  electors  in  the  state,  of  the 
party  of  which  such  candidate  for  United  States  Senator  is 
a  member,  as  shown  by  the  vote  for  the  party's  candidate  for 
governor  at  the  last  general  election;  provided,  however,  that  in 
arriving  at  the  required  two  per  cent.  (2%)  of  the  electors,  not 
more  than  one-fifth  (1-5)  of  one  per  cent.  (1%)  of  the  electors,  in 
the  state  of  the  party  of  which  such  candidate  is  a  member,  as 
shown  by  the  vote  for  the  party's  candidate  for  Governor  at  the 
last  general  election,  shall  be  counted  from  any  one  county.  Such 
petitions  shall  be  filed  at  least  fifty  days  before  such  primary  with 
the  State  Supervisor  of  Elections,  who  shall  thereupon  certify  such 
names  to  the  boards  of  Deputy  State  Supervisors  of  Elections  of  the 
several  counties.  Such  boards  of  Deputy  Supervisors  of  Elections 
shall  canvass  the  votes  and  certify  the  results  to  the  State  Super- 
visor of  Elections. 

The  candidate  of  each  party  who  receives  the  largest  number 
of  votes  at  such  primary  election  shall  be  and  become  the  candi- 
date of  his  party  for  such  office,  and  his  name  shall  be  placed  upon 
the  official  election  ballot  as  provided  in  Section  5018  of  the  Gen- 
eral Code. 

In  case  an  elector  seeks  nomination  for  the  office  of  senator  or 
representative  in  a  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  elect  a  United  States  Senator,  he  may  include 
one  of  the  following  two  statements  in  his  petition;  but  if  he  does 
not  do  so,  the  State  Supervisor  of  Elections,  or  the  Board  of  Dep- 
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uty  State  Supervisors  of  Elections,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  on 
that  account  refuse  to  file  his  petition: 

Statement  No.  1. 

"I  further  state  to  the  electors  of:  Ohio,  as  well  as  to  the  people 
of  my  legislative  district,  that  during  my  term  of  office  I  will  al- 
ways vote  for  that  candidate  for  United  States  Senator  who  shall 
receive  the  highest  number  of  the  votes  of  qualified  electors  for  that 
position  at  the  general  election  next  preceding  the  election  of  a 
United  States  Senator,  without  regard  to  my  individual  preference. 


"Signature  of  candidate  for  nomination." 
Statement  No.  2. 


"During  my  term  of  office  I  shall  consider  the  vote  of  the  elec- 
tors for  United  States  Senator  as  nothing  more  than  a  recommenda- 
tion which  I  shall  be  at  liberty  to  wholly  disregard,  if  the  reasons 
for  so  doing  seem  to  me  to  be  sufficient.

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STATE  LIBRARY. 

The  Ohio  State  Library  was  established  in  1817,  primarily  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature  and  state  officers.  In  1896*  the  new  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners  extended  the  privileges  of  the  Library  to  every 
citizen  of  the  State. 

The  books  are  acquired  by  purchase,  through  exchange  with  other 
states  and  by  deposits  from  the  Federal  Government.  The  number  of 
volumes  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Library  is  nearly  two  hundred 
thousand ;  of  these,  fifty  thousand  are  for  reference  use,  including  bound 
volumes  of  magazines  and  newspapers  and  State  and  Government  docu- 
ments; these  books  are  loaned  to  patrons  in  all  parts  of  the  state  and 
are  forwarded  by  mail  or  express  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  R.  P.  Hayes,  the  first  president  of  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  the  Traveling  Library  Department  was 
opened  in  the  autumn  of  1896 :  popular  from  the  first,  this  department 
has  grown  in  usefulness  until  it  now  sends  out  annually  more  than  twelve 
hundred  libraries,  aggregating  thousands  of  volumes. 

A  Department  of  Organization  was  added  in  1908,  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  aid  and  counsel  in  the  establishing  of  new  libraries  and  the 
reorganization  of  old  ones,  giving  advice  in  the  planning  of  buildings 
and  for  the  collection  of  statistics  for  use  of  the  Board  of  Library  Com- 
missioners. 

In  1910,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  John  H.  Newman,  the 
present  librarian,  a  Legislative  Reference  and  Information  Department 
was  created  by  law,  the  object  of  which  is  to  aid  the  members,  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  "discharge  of  the  duties  which  they  are  dele- 
gated to  perform." 

This  valuable  Department  of  the  State  is  rapidly  outgrowing  its 
present  quarters  and  should  scon  be  provided  with  a  home  proportionate 
to  its  usefulness  and  in  keeping  with  its  importance.

EXTRAORDINARY  SESSIONS  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

It  is  notable  that  there  have  been  but  four  extraordinary  sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  viz: 

The  Thirty-third  Assembly  was  called  by  Governor  Lucas,  June  8,  1835,  to 
take  action  upon  the  boundary  dispute  between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  the  Terri- 
tory of  Michigan. 

The  Sixty-ninth  Assembly  was  called  by  Governor  Campbell,  October  14,  1890, 
to  consider  the  municipal  affairs  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

The  Seventy-fifth  Assembly  was  called  by  Governor  Nash,  August  25,  1902, 
to  take  action  relative  to  legislation  affecting  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  to  restore  government  to  municipal  corporations,  of  which  they  were 
deprived  by  a  Supreme  Court  decision  rendered  in  June,  1902. 

The  Seventy-eighth  Assembly  was  called  by  Governor  Harris,  January  4, 
1909,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  United  States  Senator  for  the  term  beginning 
March  4,  1909.

Section  14.  The  legislature  of  each  state  which  is  chosen  next  preceding  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  state 
in  Congress,  shall,  on  the  second  Tuesday,  after  the  meeting  and  organization 
thereof,  proceed  to  elect  a  Senator  in  Congress. 

Section  15.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each 
house  shall  openly,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  per- 
son for  Senator  in  Congress  from  such  state,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  voted 
for,  who  receives  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  house, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  that  house  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  thereof; 
or  if  either  house  fails  to  give  such  majority  to  any  person  on  that  day,  the  fact 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  that  house  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  thereof; 
or  if  either  house  fails  to  give  such  majority  to  any  person  on  that  day,  the  fact 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal.  At  twelve  o'clock  meridian  of  the  day  following 
that  on  which  proceedings  are  required  to  take  place  as  aforesaid,  the  members 
of  the  two  houses  shall  convene  in  joint  assembly,  and  the  journal  of  each  house 
shall  be  read,  and  if  the  same  person  has  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
in  each  house  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  Senator.  But  if  the  same  person 
has  not  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  house,  or  if  either  house  has 
failed  to  take  proceedings  as  required  by  this  section,  the  joint  assembly  shall 
then  proceed  to  choose,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  a  person 
for  Senator,  and  the  person  who  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  joint- 
assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  being  present  and 
voting,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  If  no  person  receives  such  majority  on  the 
first  day,  the  joint  assembly  shall  meet  at  twelve  o'clock  meridian  of  each  suc- 
ceeding day  during  the  session  of  the  legislature,  and  shall  take  at  least  one  vote, 
until  a  Senator  is  elected. 

Section  16.  Whenever  on  the  meeting  of  the  legislature  of  any  state  a  vacancy 
exists  in  the  representation  of  such  state  in  the  Senate,  the  legislature  shall  pro- 
ceed, on  the  second  Tuesday  after  meeting  and  organization,  to  elect  a  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  for  the 
election  of  a  Senator  for  a  full  term. 
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Section  17.  Whenever  during  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  any  state  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  representation  of  such  state  in  the  Senate,  similar  proceed- 
ings to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  legislature 
has  organized  and  has  notice  of  such  vacancy. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  of  the  state  from  which 
any  Senator  has  been  chosen  to  certify  his  election,  under  the  seal  of  the  state, 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.

STATE  MILITIA  NOTES. 

The  Ohio  National  Guard  is  maintained  jointly  by  the  State  of  Ohio  and  the  United  States  govern- 
ment. 

The  Military  Fund  is  raised  by  appropriating  from  the  general  revenues  of  the  State  a  sum  equal 
to  ten  cents  for  each  person  who  was  a  resident  of  the  State  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  Federal  census. 

The  State  appropriation  is  divided  as  follows:  "Maintenance  Fund"  and  "State  Armory  Fund." 
The  former  is  used  for  expenses  of  annual  camp  drill  pay  and  incidental  expenses  of  companies;  the  lat- 
ter, for  rent,  purchase  and  building  of  armories. 

The  Government  support  is  derived  from  Ohio's  apportionment  from  the  $4,000,000  Federal  ap- 
propriation under  the  Dick  law.  This  amount  is  mainly  expended  for  arms,  uniforms,  equipment  and 
the  promotion  of  rifle  practice.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  law  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent,  must  be 
expended    for    rifle    practice. 

The  National  Guard  is  subject  to  call  of  the  governor  and  certain  other  designated  civil  author- 
ities to  aid  in  the  suppression  or  prevention  of  riot  or  insurrection,  and  to  repel  or  prevent  invasion. 
It  is  likewise  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  repel  or  prevent  invasion  and 
to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

A  person  doing  military  duty  under  the  order  of  his  commanding  officer  or  while  going  to  or  re- 
turning from  the  place  of  duty  or  parade,  is  privileged  from  arrest,  except  in  cases  of  treason,  felony 
or  breach  of  the  peace. 

Officers,  enlisted  men  and  contributing  members  of  the  State  Militia  are  exempt  for  jury  service.

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THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  OHIO. 


We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  oar  freedom, 
to  secure  its  blessings  a,nd  promote  our  common  welfare,  do  establish  this  Consti- 
tution. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Bill  of  Rights. 

Sec.  1.  [Right  to  freedom  and  protection  of  property.]  All  men.  are,  by 
nature,  free  and  independent,  and  have  certain  inalienable  rights,  among  which  are 
those  of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  possessing  and  pro- 
tecting property,  and  seeking  and  obtaining  happiness  and  safety.  (See  Const.

Sec.  2.  [Right  to  alter,  reform,  or  abolish  government,  and  repeal  special 
privileges.]  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.  Government  is  insti- 
tuted for  their  equal  protection  and  benefit,  and  they  have  the  right  to  alter, 
reform,  cr  abolish  the  same,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary;  and  no  special 
privileges  or  immunities  shall  ever  be  granted,  that  may  not  be  altered,  revoked, 
or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  1.) 

Sec.  3.  [Of  the  right  to  assemble.]  The  people  have  the  right  to  assemble 
together,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to  consult  for  their  common  good;  to  instruct 
their  representatives;  and  to  petition  the  General  Assembly  for  the  redress  of 
grievances.       (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  19.) 

Sec.  4.  [Of  bearing  arms;  standing  armies;  subordination  of  military  power.] 
The  people  have  the  right  to  bear  arms  for  their  defense  and  security;  but  stand- 
ing armies,  in  time  of  peace,  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  shall  not  be  kept  up; 
and  the  military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power.  (See  Const. 
1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  20.) 

Sec.  5.  [Trial  by  jury.]  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  inviolate.  (See

in  this  state;  nor  involuntary  servitude,  unless  for  punishment  of  crime.  (See 
Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  2.) 

Sec.  7.  [Religious  liberty.]  All  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right 
to  worship  Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  conscience.  No 
person  shall  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or 
maintain  any  form  of  worship,  against  his  consent;  and  no  preference  shall  be 
given,  by  law,  to  any  religious  society;  nor  shall  any  interference  with  the  rights 
of  conscience  be  permitted.  No  religious  test  shall  be  required,  as  a  qualification 
for  office,  nor  shall  any  person  be  incompetent  to  be  a  witness  on  account  of  his 
religious  belief;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  dispense  with  oaths  and 
affirmations.  Eeligion,  morality,  and  knowledge,  however,  being  essential  to  good 
government,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  suitable  laws 
to  protect  every  religious  denomination  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  its  own 
mode  of  public  worship,  and  to  encourage  schools  and  the  means  of  instruction.

the  party  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  appear  and  defend  in  person  and  with 
sel;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  against  him,  and   have  a 
copy  thereof;  to  meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face,  and  to  have  compulsory  pi 
to  procure  the  attendance  of  witnesses  in  his  behalf,  and  a  speedy   public  trial 
by  an  impartial  jury   of  the   county   or   district,  in  which   the  offense   is   alleged 
to  have  been  committed;  nor  shall  any  person  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal 
to  be  a  witness  against  himself,  or  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offense. 
(See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  11.) 

Sec.  11.  [Of  the  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press;  of  libels.]  Every  cit- 
izen may  freely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being 
responsible  for  the  abuse  of  the  right;  and  no  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or 
abridge  the  liberty  of  speech,  or  of  the  press.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  for 
Jibel,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to 
the  jury,  that  the  matter  charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and  it  was  published  with 
good  motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted.  (See  Const. 
1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  6.) 

Sec.  12.  [Transportation;  forfeiture.]  No  person  shall  be  transported  out  of 
the  state,  for  any  offense  committed  within  the  same;  and  no  conviction  shall 
work  corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture  of  estate.  (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII, 
§  §  16,  17.) 

Sec.  13.  [Quarters  of  Soldiers.]  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quar- 
tered in  any  house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor,  in  time  of  war,  except 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.     (See  Const,  1802,  Art.  VIII.  §  22.) 

Sec.  14.  [Search  Warrants.]  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their 
persons,  houses,  papers,  and  possessions,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures 
shall  not  be  violated;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  sup- 
ported by  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched  and 
the  person  and  things  to  be  seized.     (See  Const,  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  5.) 

Sec.  15.  [Imprisonment  for  debt.]  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt 
in  any  civil  action,  on  mesne  or  final  process,  unless  in  cases  of  fraud.  (See 
Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  15.) 

Sec.  16.  [Remedy  in  courts.]  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for 
an  injury  done  him  in  his  land,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy 
by  due  course  of  law;  and  justice  administered  without  denial  or  delay.  (See 
Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  7.) 

Sec.  17.  [Hereditary  honors.]  No  hereditary  emoluments,  honors,  or  privil- 
eges, shall  ever  be  granted  or  conferred  by  this  state.  (See  Const  3  802,  Art  VI 11. 
$  24.) 
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Sec.  18.  [Suspension  of  laws.]  No  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  ever  be 
exercised,  except  by  the  General  Assembly.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  9.) 

Sec.  19.  [Of  the  inviolability  of  private  property.]  Private  property  shall 
ever  be  held  inviolate,  but  subservient  to  the  public  welfare.  When  taken  in  time 
of  war  or  other  public  exigency,  imperatively  requiring  its  immediate  seizure  or 
for  the  purpose  of  making  or  repairing  roads,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public, 
without  charge,  a  compensation  shall  be  made  to  the  owner,  in  money,  and.  in  all 
other  cases,  where  private  property  shall  be  taken  for  public  use,  a  compensation 
therefor  shall  first  be  made  in  money,  or  first  secured  by  a  deposit  of  money;  and 
such  compensation  shall  be  assessed  by  a  jury,  without  deduction  for  benefits 
to  any  property  of  the  owner.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  4.) 

Sec.  20.  [Powers  reserved  to  the  people.]  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall 
not  be  construed  to  impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  people;  and  all  powers, 
not  herein  delegated,  remain  with  the  people.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  28.) 


ARTICLE  II. 

Legislative. 

Sec.  1.  [In  whom  legislative  power  is  vested.]  The  legislative  power  of  this 
state  shall  be  vested  in  a  General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate,  and 
House  of  Representatives.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §   1.) 

Sec.  2.  [When  chosen.]  Senators  and  representatives  shall  be  elected  bien- 
nially by  the  electors  of  the  respective  counties  or  districts,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November;  their  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  January  next  thereafter,  and  continue  two  years.  [As  amended  Oc- 
tober 13,  1885,  82  v.  446.] 

"Sec.  2.  [WJien  chosen  ]  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  be  elected  biennially  by 
the  electors  in  the  respective  counties  or  districts,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October ; 
their  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  thereafter,  and  con- 
tinue two  years."     (See  Const.  3  802,  Art.  I  §§  3,  5.) 

Sec.  3.  [Residence.]  Senators  and  representatives  shall  have  resided  in 
their  respective  counties,  or  districts,  one  year  next  preceding  their  election,  unless 
they  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  state.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §§  4,  7.) 

Sec.  4.  [Eligibility.]  No  person  holding  office  under  the  authority  of  th,e 
United  States,  or  any  lucrative  office  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  shall  be 
eligible  to,  or  have  a  seat  in,  the  General  Assembly;  but  this  provision  'shall  not 
extend  to  township  Officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  notaries  public,  or  officers  of 
the  militia.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  26.) 

Sec.  5.  [Who  shall  not  hold  office.]  No  person  hereafter  convicted  of  an 
embezzlement  ,of  the  public  funds,  shall  hold  any  office  in  this  state;  nor  shall 
any  person,  holding  public  money  for  disbursement,  or  otherwise,  have  a  seat 
in  the  General  Assembly,  until  he  shall  have  accounted  for,  and  paid  such  money 
into  the  treasury.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I.  §  28.) 

Sec.  6.  [Powers  of  each  house.]  Each  house  shall  be  judge  of  the  election, 
returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members;  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  house  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  less  number  may 
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adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  oi  absent  members,  is  suet 

manner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.     f.S'ee  Const.   \-o:. 
Art.  I,  §  8.) 

Sec.  7.     [Organization  of  House  of  Representatives.!     The   mode   of    organ 
i/ing  the  House  of  Representatives,  at  the  eommeneement  of  each  regul;  i 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  /,  §  H.j 

Sec.  8.  [Rules  and  right  of  punishment  and  expulsion.]  Bach  house,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  may  de- 
termine its  own  rules  of  proceeding,  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  conduct; 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  nol  the  second  time 
for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers,  necessary  to  provide  lor  it- 
safety,  and  the  undisturbed  transaction  of  its  business.  (See  Const.  1H02,  Art.  /. 
§  11.) 

Sec.  9.  [Journal,  and  yeas  and  nays.]  Each  house  shall  keep  a  correct  jour- 
nal of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be  published.  At  the  desire  of  any  two  mem- 
bers, the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal;  and,  on  the  passage 
of  every  bill,  in  either  house,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  en- 
tered upon  the  journal;  and  no  law  shall  be  passed  in  either  house,  without  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  thereto.  (See  Const.  1S02, 
Art.  I,  $  9.)* 

No  bill  can  become  a  law  without  receiving  the  number  of  votes  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution; and  if  it  were  found  by  an  inspection  of  the  legislative  journals,  that  what  pur- 
ports to  be  a  law  upon  the  statute  book,  was  not  passed  by  the  requisite  number  of  rotes, 
it  might  possibly  be  the  duty  of  the  courts  to  treat  it  as  a  nullity.  But  it  docs  not  follow 
that  an  act  that  was  passed  by  a  constitutional  majority  is  invalid  because,  in  its  consid- 
eration, the  assembly  did  not  strictly  observe  the  mode  of  procedure  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution.  There  are  provisions  in  that  instrument  that  are  directory  in  their  char- 
acter, the  observance  of  which  by  the  assembly  is  secured  by  their  sense  of  duty  and  offi- 
cial oaths,  and  not  by  any  supervisory  power  of  the  courts  :  Fordyce  v.  Godman,  20  O.  S. 
1-17  ;  Miller  v.  State,  3  O.  S.  475. 

"The  legislative  journals  furnish  the  appropriate  evidence  on  the  question  whether  a 
bill  has  been  passed  by  the  requisite  number  of  votes  Were  it  otherwise,  a  bill  might 
become  a  law  without  receiving  the  number  of  votes!  required  by  the  Constitution.  A  sin- 
gle presiding  officer  might,  by  his  signature,  give  the  force  of  law  to  a  bill  which  the 
journal  of  the  body  over  which  he  presides,  and  which  is  kept  under  the  supervision  of  the 
whole  body,  shows  not  to  have  been  voted  for  by  the  constitutional  number  of  members. 
The  plain  provisions  of  the  Constitution  are  not  to  be  thus  nullified,  and  the  evidence 
which  it  requires  to  be  kept  under  the  supervision  of  the  collective  body,  must  control 
when  a  question  arises  as  to  the  due  passage  of  a  bill  :"  Fordyce  v.  Godman.  20  O.  S. 
1-17— Scott,  J.     See  State  v.  Moffatt,  5  O.  358  ;  3  O.  S.  475. 

In  the  absence  of  all  showing  to  the  contrary,  a  law  wall  be  presumed  to  have  been 
passed  by  the  requisite  number  of  votes  :  Miller  v.  State,  3  O.  S.  475  ;  Steamboat  Northern 
Indiana  v.  Millikin,  7  O.  S.  383. 

Where  the  journal  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly  shows  that  a  law  received 
the  concurrence  of  the  number  of  members  required  by  the  Constitution  for  its  adoption, 
and  that  it  wras  publicly  signed,  in  the  presence  of  each  house,  by  its  presiding  officer, 
as  required  by  §  17,  Art.  II,  of  the  Constitution,  its  authenticity  cannot  be  impeached  by 
parol  evidence  that  one  or  more  of  the  members  in  either  house,  recorded  as  concurring 
in  its  adoption,  had  prior  thereto  been  seated  upon  the  determination  of  a  contested 
election  by  less  than  a  constitutional  quorum,  although  the  concurrence  of  such  member 
or  members  was  necessary  to  the  number  of  votes  required  by  the  Constitution  for  the 
passage  of  the  law:     State  ex  rel.  Herron  v.  Smith,  44  O.  S.  348. 

The  journals  of  each  house  are  the  best  evidence:  State  ex  rel.  v.  Price.  S  C.  C  28  i 
1  O.  D.  295. 

Sec.  10.  [Right  of  members  to  protest.]  Any  member  of  either  house  shall 
have  the  right  to  protest  against  any  act,  or  resolution  thereof;  and  such  protest, 
and  the  reasons  therefor,  shall,  without  alteration,  commitment,  or  delay,  be  en- 
tered upon  the  journal.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  10.) 

Sec.  11.  [Vacancies  in  either  house,  how  filled.]  All  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  either  house  shall,  for  the  unexpired  term,  be  filled  by  election,  as  shall 
be  directed  by  law.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  12.) 
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Sec.  12.  [Privilege  of  members  from  arrest,  and  of  speech.]  Senators  and 
representatives,  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  going  to,  and 
returning  from  the  same,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace;  and  for  any  speech,  or  debate,  in  either 
house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  elsewhere,     (flee  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  13.) 

Sec.  13.  [When  session  to  be  public]  The  proceedings  of  both  houses  shall 
be  public,  except  in  cases  which,  in  the  opinion  of  two-thirds  of  those  present, 
require  secrecy.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  15.) 

Sec.  14.  [Power  of  adjournment.]  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  two  days,  Sundays  excluded;  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that,  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  in  session.  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  I,  §  15.) 

Sec.  15.  [Where  bills  shall  originate.]  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house; 
but  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  rejected  in  the  other.  (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I, 
$  16.) 

Sec.  16.  [Bills  to  be  read  three  times;  not  to  contain  more  than  one  subject; 
acts  revived  or  amended;  vetoed  by  Governor.]  Every  bill  shall  be  fully  and 
distinctly  read  on  three  different  days,  unless  in  case  of  urgency  three-fourths 
of  the  house,  in  which  it  shall  be  pending,  shall  dispense  with  the  rule.  No  bill 
shall  contain  more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed/in  its  title, 
and  no  law  shall  be  revived,  or  amended  unless  the  new  act  contain  the  entire 
act  revived,  or  the  section  or  sections  amended,  and  the  section  or  sections,  so 
amended,  shall  be  repealed. 

Every  bill  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  shall,  before  said 
bill  can  become  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  approves  he  shall  sign 
said  bill  and  thereupon  said  bill  shall  be  law.  If  he  object  he  shall  not  sign  and 
shall  return  said  bill,  together  with  his  objection  thereto  in  writing,  to  the  house 
wherein  said  bill  originated,  which  house  shall  enter  at  large  upon  its  journal 
said  objection  and  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  said  bill.  If,  after  said  reconsid- 
eration, at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members-elect  of  that  house  vote  to  repass 
said  bill  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  said  objection,  to  the  other  house,  which 
shall  enter  at  large  upon  its  journal  said  objection  and  shall  proceed  to  reconsid- 
er said  bill.  If,  after  said  reconsideration,  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members- 
elect  of  that  house  vote  to  pass  said  bill  it  shall  be  law,  otherwise  it  shall  not 
be  law.  The  votes  for  the  repassage  of  said  bill  shall  in  each  house  respectively 
be  no  less  than  those  given  on  the  original  passage.  If  any  bill  passed  by  both 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly  and  presented  to  the  Governor  is  not  signed  and 
is  not  returned  to  the  house  wherein  it  originated  and  within  ten  days  after 
being  so  presented,  exclusive  of  Sunday  and  the  day  said  bill  was  presented, 
said  bill  shall  be  law  as  in  like  manner  as  if  signed,  unless  final  adjournment  of 
the  General  Assembly  prevents  such  return,  in  which  case .  shall  be  law,  unless 
objected  to  by  the  Governor  and  filed,  together  with  his  objection  thereto  in  writ- 
ing, by  him  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  within  the  prescribed  ten 
davs;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  at  once  make  public  said  fact  and  shall 
return  said  bill,  together  with  said  objection,  upon  the  opening  of  the  next  fol- 
lowing session  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  the  house  wherein  said  bill  originated, 
where  it  shall  be  treated  in  like  manner  as  if  returned  within  the  prescribed  ten 
days. 

If  any  bnl  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  and  presented  to 
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the  Governor  contains  two  or  more  sections,  or  two  or  more  items  of    appropria 
tion  of  money,  he  may  object  to  one  or  more  of  said   sections  or  to  one  or   more 

of  said  items  of  appropriation  of  money,  and  approve,  the  other  portion  Oi 
bill,  in  which  case  said  approved  portion  may  be  signed  and  then  shall  he  law; 
and  such  section  or  sections,  item  or  items  of  appropriation  of  money  objected  to 
shall  be  returned  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  for,  and  shall  be 
separately  reconsidered  as  in  the  case  of,  a  whole  bill;  but  if  final  adjournment 
of  the  General  Assembly  prevents  such  return  the  Governor  shall  file  said  section 
or  sections,  item  or  items  of  appropriation  of  money,  together  with  his  objection 
thereto  in  writing,  with  the  Secretary  of  State  as  in  the  case  of  a  whole  bill, 
and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  then  make  public  said  fact,  but  shall  not  further 
act  as  in  the  case  of  a  whole  bill.     (As  amended  November,  1903.) 

Sec.  17.  [To  be  signed  by  presiding  officers.]  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  shall  sign,  publicly  in  the  presence  of  the  house  over  which  he  presides, 
while  the  same  is  in  session,  and  capable  of  transacting  business,  all  bills  and 
joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  General  Assembly.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  $  17.) 

Sec.  18.  [Style  of  laws.]  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  state  shall  be, 
"Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  I,  §  18.) 

Sec.  19.  [Exclusion  from  office.]  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during 
the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  office  under  this  state,  which  shall  be  created  or  the  emolu- 
ments of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected.     (See  Const,  1802,  Art.  I,  §  20.) 

Sec.  20.  [Term  of  office,  and  compensation  of  officers  in  certain  cases.]  The 
General  Assembly,  in  cases  not  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  shall  fix  the 
term  of  office  and  the  compensation  of  all  officers;  but  no  change  therein  shall 
affect  the  salary  of  any  officer  during  his  existing  term,  unless  the  office  be 
abolished. 

Sec.  21.  [Contested  elections.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  determine,  by 
law,  before  what  authority,  and  in  what  manner,  the  trial  of  contested  elections 
shall  be  conducted. 

Sec.  22.  [Appropriations.]  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury, 
except  in  pursuance  of  a  specific  appropriation,  made  by  law;  and  no  appropria- 
tion shall  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I. 
§  21.) 

No  officer  of  the  state  can  enter  into  any  contract,  except  in  cases  specified  in  the 
Constitution,  whereby  the  General  Assembly  will,  two  years  after,  be  bound  to  make  appro- 
priations, either  for  a  particular  object  or  a  fixed  amount ;  the  power  and  the  discretion, 
intact  to  make  appropriations,  in  general,  devolving  on  each  biennial  General  Assembly, 
and  for  the  period  of  two  years  :     State  v.  Medbery,  7  O.  S.  522. 

"The  sole  power  of  making  appropriations  of  the  public  revenue  is  vested  in  the 
General  Assembly.  It  is  the  setting  apart  and  appropriating  by  law  a  specified  amount 
of  the  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  liabilities  which  may  accrue  or  have  accrued.  No 
claim  against  the  state  can  be  paid,  no  matter  how  just  or  how  long  it  may  have  re- 
mained overdue,  unless  there  has  been  a  specific  appropriation  made  by  law  to  meet  ir. 
By  virtue  of  this  power  of  appropriation,  the  General  Assembly  exercise  their  discretion 
in  determining,  not  onlv  what  claims  against,  or  debts  of,  the  state  shall  be  paid,  but  the 
amount  of  expenses  which  may  be  incurred.  If  they  authorize  expenses  or  debts  to  be  in- 
curred without  an  appropriation  to  pay  them,  and  the  expenses  are  incurred,  those  ex- 
penses' create  a  debt  against  the  state,  and  it  must  remain  such,  until  payment  under  an 
appropriation  afterward  made.  The  General  Assembly  usually,  however,  provide  for  the 
current  expenses  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  out  of  the  incoming  revenues,  by 
making-  appropriations  of  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  pay  the  expenses  during  that 
neriod°  and  provide  by  law  for  the  raising  of  revenue  sufficient  to  meet  the  appropria- 
tions '  The  discretion  of  each  General  Assembly,  for  the  period  of  two  years,  in  respect 
to  the  amount  of  expenditures,  except  in  some  special  cases,  relating  to  salaries,   is  with- 
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out  limit  and  without  control;  but  each  must  provide  revenue,  and  set  apart  a  sufficient 
amount  by  a  law  operative  within  the  same  two  years,  to  pay  all  expenses  and  claims  :" 
Jb  528,  529— Swan  J. 

Neither  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  can  alone  appropriate  money  from  the  treas- 
ury ;  but  where  a  fund  is  provided  by  law  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  either  branch, 
the  disbursement  of  the  fund,  for  such  purposes  is  subject  to  the  control  of  such  branch. 
Hence,  where  a  sum  is  allowed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  for  cleaning  the  hall  occu- 
pied by  that  body,  after  its  adjournment,  the  party  rendering  the  service  in  pursuance 
of  the  resolution,  is  entitled  to  be  paid  therefor  out  of  the  contingent  fund  previously 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  House  :  State  ex  rel.  v.  Oglevee,  36  O.  S.  325. 

Sec.  23.  [Impeachments;  how  instituted  and  conducted.]  The  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment,  but  a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  must  concur  therein.  Impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate; 
and  the  senators,  when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation 
to  do  justice  according  to  law  and  evidence.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  senators.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  23.) 

Sec.  24.  [Who  liable  to  impeachment,  and  punishment.]  The  Governor, 
judges,  and -all  state  officers,  may  be  impeached  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office; 
but  judgment  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  office,  and  disquali- 
fication to  hold  any  office,  under  the  authority  of  this  state.  The  party  impeached, 
whether  convicted  or  not,  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  and  judgment, 
according  to  law.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  24.) 

Sec.  25.  [When  session  to  commence.]  All  regular  sessions  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  biennially.  The  first 
session,  under  this  Constitution,  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  I,  §  25.) 

Sec.  26.  [What  laws  to  have  a  uniform  operation.]  All  laws,  of  a  general 
nature,  shall  have  a  uniform  operation  throughout  the  state;  nor,  shall  any  act, 
except  such  as  relates  to  public  schools,  be  passed,  to  take  effect  upon  the  approval 
of  any  other  authority  than  the  General  Assembly,  except,  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  27.  [Election  and  appointment  of  officers,  and  the  filling  of  vacancies; 
vote  for  U.  S.  Senator  to  be  viva  voce.]  The  election  and  appointment  of  all  of- 
ficers, and  the  filling  of  all  vacancies,  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Con- 
stitution, or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  made  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  directed  by  law;  but  no  appointing  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
General  Assembly,  except  as  prescribed  in  this  Constitution,  and  in  the  election 
of  United  States  Senators;  and  in  these  cases  the  vote  shall  be  taken  "viva  voce." 

Sec.  28.  [Retroactive  laws.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to 
pass  retroactive  laws,  or  laws  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts;  but  may, 
by  general  laws,  authorize  courts  to  carry  into  effect,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be- 
just  and  equitable,  the  manifest  intention  of  parties,  and  officers,  by  curing 
omissions,  defects,  and  errors,  in  instruments  and  proceedings,  arising  out  of  their 
want  of  conformity  with  the  laws  of  this  state.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  16.) 

Sec.  29.  [No  extra  compensation.]  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made 
to.  any  officer,  public  agent,  or  contractor,  after  the  service  shall  have  been  ren- 
dered, or  the  contract  entered  into;  nor  shall  any  money  be  paid,  on  any  claim, 
the  subject  matter  of  which  shall  not  have  been  provided  for  by  pre-existing 
law,  unless  such  compensation,  or  claim,  be  allowed  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  30.  [New  counties.]  No  new  county  shall  contain  less  than  four  hun- 
dred square  miles  of  territory  nor  shall  any  county  be  reduced  below  that  amount; 

(212) 


and  all  laws  creating  new  counties,  changing  county  lines,  01  removing  fount;, 
seats,  shall,  before  taking  effect,  be  submitted  to  the  elector  of  ' 
counties  to  be  affected  thereby,  at  the  next  general  election  after  the  ; 
thereof,  and  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  Mien  election, 
in  each  of  said  counties;  but  any  county  now  or  hereafter  containing  one  hundred 
thousand  inhabitants,  may  be  divided,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  voter  residing 
in  each  of  the  proposed  divisions  shall  approve  of  the  law  passed  for  that  pur 
pose;  but  no  town  or  city  within  the  same  shall  be  divided,  nor  shall  either  of  the 
divisions  contain  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  (See  Const.  1802,  Art. 
VII,  §  3.) 

Sec.  31.     [Compensation  of  members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly.  J 
The  members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  receive  a   fixed   compen 
sation,  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  no  other  allowance  or  perquisites,  either   In 
the  payment  of  postage  or  otherwise;  and  no  change  in  their  compensatioi 
take  effect  during  their  term  of  office. 

Sec.  32.  [Divorces  and  judicial  power.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  grant 
no  divorce,  nor  exercise  any  judicial  power  not  herein  expressly  conferral . 

ARTICLE  III. 
Executive. 

Sec.  1.  [Executive  department.]  The  executive  department  shall  consist  of  a 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  State,  Treasurer 
of  State,  and  an  Attorney  General,  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tu< 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  by  the  electors  of  the  state,  and  at  the 
places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  (As  amended  October 
13,  1885;  82  v.  446.) 

Original  §  1  read  as  follows  : 

"Sec.  1.  [Executive  department.']  The  executive  department  shall  consist  of  a  Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant-Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  an  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, who  shall  he  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  state,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October, 
and  at  the  places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly."  (See  Const.  1802,  Art. 
II  §§  2,  16;  Art.  77  §  2.) 

Sec.  2.  [Term  of  office.]  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  Treasurer  and  Attorney  General  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years;  and 
the  Auditor  for  four  years.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second 
Monday  of  January  next  after  their  election,  and  continue  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §§  3,  16.) 

Sec.  3.  [Election  returns.]  The  returns  for  every  election  for  the  officers 
named  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  sealed  up  and  transmitted  to  the  seat 
of  government,  by  the  returning  officers,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
who,  during  the  first  week  of  the  session,  shall  open  and  publish  them,  and  de- 
clare the  result,  in  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of 
the  General  Assembly.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected;  but  if  any  two  or  more  shall  be  highest,  and  equal  in  vote*, 
for  the  same  office,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  houses. 
{See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  2.) 

Sec.  4.  [Same  subject.]  Should  there  be  no  session  of  the  vreneral  Assembly 
in  January  next  after  an  election  for  any  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  the  returns 
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of  such  election  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  opened,  and  the  re- 
sult declared  by  the  Governor,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  [Executive  power  vested  in  Governor.]  The  supreme  executive  power 
of  this  state  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governor.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  1.) 

Sec.  6.  [He  may  require  written  information,  etc.]  He  may  require  informa- 
tion, in  writing,  from  the  officers  in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices;  and  shall  see  that  the  laws  are 
faithfully  executed.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  7.) 

Sec.  7.  [He  shall  recommend  measures,  etc.]  He  shall  communicate  at  every 
session,  by  message,  to  the  General  Assembly,  the  condition  of  the  state,  and  rec- 
ommend such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  4.) 

Sec.  8.  [When  and  how  he  may  convene  the  General  Assembly.]  He  may, 
on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General  Assembly  by  proclamation,  and 
shall  state  to  both  houses,  when  assembled,  the  purpose  for  which  they  have  been 
convened.    (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  9.) 

Sec.  9.  [When  he  may  adjourn  the  General  Assembly.]  In  case  of  disagree- 
ment between  the  two  houses,  in  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  the  General  Assembly  to  such  time  as  he  may  think  proper, 
but  not  beyond  the  regular  meetings  thereof.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  11.) 

Sec.  10.  [Commander-in-chief  of  militia.]  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of 
the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  state,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  10.) 

Sec.  11.  [May  grant  reprieves,  commutations,  and  pardons.]  He  shall  have 
power,  after  conviction,  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations,  and  pardons,  for  all 
crimes  and  offenses,  except  treason  and  cases  of  impeachment,  upon  such  condi- 
tions as  he  may  think  proper;  subject,  however,  to  such  regulations,  as  to  the 
manner  of  applying  for  pardons,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  Upon  conviction 
for  treason,  he  may  suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  meeting,  when  the  General  Assembly  shall 
either  pardon,  commute  the  sentence,  direct  its  execution,  or  grant  a  further  re- 
prieve. He  shall  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  every  regular  session, 
each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation,  or  pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  and 
crime  of  the  convict,  the  sentence,  its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  commutation, 
pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  his  reasons  therefor.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  5.) 

Sec.  12.  [Seal  of  state,  and  by  whom  kept.]  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  the 
state,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially;  and  shall 
be  palled  "The  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Ohio."     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §14.) 

Sec.  13.  [How  grants  and  commissions  issued.]  All  grants  and  commissions 
shall  be  issued  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority,  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  sealed 
with  the  great  seal;  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary 
of  State.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  II,  §  15.) 

Sec.  14.  [Who  ineligible  for  Governor.]  No  member  of  Congress,  or  other 
person  holding  office  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States, 
shall  execute  the  office  of  Governor,  except  as  herein  provided.  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  II,  §  13.) 

Sec.  15.  [Who  shall  fill  his  place  when  vacancy  occurs.]  In  case  of  the  death, 
impeachment,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  disability  of  the  Governor,  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  office,  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  he  shall  be  acquitted, 
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or   the   disability   removed,    shall    devolve    upon    the    Lieutenant    Governor.      (See 
Const.  1802,  Art.  //,  §  12.) 

Sec.  16.     [Lieutenant  Governor.]    The  Lieutenant  Governor  »hal]  be  President 

of  the  Senate,  but  shall   vote   only    when    the   Semite   is   equally   divided;    and    in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  impeachment,  or  when   he  shall  exercise  the  offiee  of  001 
error,  the  Senate  shall  choose  a  president  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  17.  [If  vacancy  shall  occur  while  executing  the  office  of  Governor,  who 
shall  act.]  If  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  while  executing  the  offiee  of  Governor, 
shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign  or  die,  or  otherwise  become  incapable  of 
performing  the  duties  of  the  office,  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  act  ai  Goi 
ernor,  until  the  vacancy  is  filled,  or  the  disability  removed;  and  if  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  for  any  of  the  above  causes,  shall  be  rendered  incapable  of  per- 
forming the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  of  Governor,  the  same  sha.ll  devolve 
upon  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representati ves.  (See  Canst.  1802,  Art.  II. 
§  12.) 

Sec.  18.  [What  vacancies  Governor  to  fill.]  Should  the  office  of  Auditor, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  Attorney  General,  become  vacant,  for  any  of  the  causes 
specified  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  article,  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
until  the  disability  is  removed,  or  a  successor  elected  and  qualified.  Every  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election,  at  the  first  general  election  that  occurs  more 
than  thirty  days  after  it  shall  have  happened;  and  the  person  chosen  shall  hold 
the  office  for  the  full  term  fixed  in  the  second  section  of  this  article. 

Sec.  19.  [Compensation.]  The  officers  mentioned  in  this  article  shall,  at 
stated  times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation  to  be  established  by  law, 
which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  they 
shall  have  been  elected.     (See  Const.  1S02,  Art.  I.  $   19.) 

Sec.  20.  [Officers  to  report  to  Governor,  and  when.]  The  officers  of  the  exec- 
utive department,  and  of  the  public  state  institutions  shall,  at  least  five  days  pre- 
ceding each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  severally  report  to  the 
Governor,  who  shall  transmit  such  reports,  with  his  message,  to  the  General 
Assembly. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Judicial. 

Sec.  1.  [In  whom  judicial  power  vested.]  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  is 
vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  Circuit  Courts,  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  Courts  of 
Probate,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  such  other  courts  inferior  to  the  Supremo 
Court,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  from  t'rae  to  time  establish.  (As  amended 
October  9,  1883;   80  v.  382.) 

Sec.  2.  [The  Supreme  Court.]  The  Supreme  Court  shall,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vide [provided]  by  law,  consist  of  five  judges,  a  majority  of  whom  competent  to 
sit  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  or  to  pronounce  a  decision,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  It  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  quo  warranto,  man- 
damus, habeas  corpus  and  procedendo,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be 
provided  by  law.  It  shall  hold  at  least  one  term  in  each  year  at  the  seat  of 
government,  and  such  other  terms,  there  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 
The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  state  at 
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large,  for  such  term,  not  less  than  five  years,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  pre- 
scribe, and  they  shall  be  elected  and  their  official  term  shall  begin  at  such  time 
as  may  be  fixed  by  law.  In  case  the  General  Assembly  shall  increase  the  number 
of  such  judges,  the  first  term  of  each  of  such  additional  judges  shall  be  such,  that 
in  each  year  after  their  first  election,  an  equal  number  of  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  be  elected,  except  in  elections  to  fill  vacancies;  and  whenever  the 
number  of  such  judges  shall  be  increased,  the  General  Assembly  may  authorize 
such  court  to  organize  divisions  thereof,  not  exceeding  three,  each  division  to 
consist  of  an  equal  number  of  judges;  for  the  adjudication  of  cases,  a  majority 
of  each  division  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  such  an  assignment  of  the  cases 
to  each  division  may  be  made  as  such  court  may  deem  expedient,  but  whenever 
all  the  judges  of  either  division  hearing  a  case  shall  not  concur  as  to  the  judg- 
ment to  be  rendered  therein,  or  whenever  a  case  shall  involve  the  constitutionality 
of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  or  of  an  act  of  Congress,  it  shall  be  reserved 
to  the  whole  court  for  adjudication.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  office 
when  this  amendment  takes  effect,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.     (As  amended  October  9,  1883:   80  v.  382.) 

Sec.  3.  [The  Common  Pleas.]  The  state  shall  be  divided  into  nine  Common 
Pleas  districts,  of  which  the  county  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  one,  of  compact 
territory,  and  bounded  by  county  line;  and  each  of  said  districts,  consisting  of 
three  or  more  counties,  shall  be  subdivided  into*  three1  parts,  of  compact  territory, 
bounded  by  county  lines,  and  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as  practicable;  in  each 
of  which,  one  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common,  Pleas  for  said  district,  and  residing 
therein,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  said  subdivision.  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas  shall  be  held,  by  one  or  more  of  these  judges,  in  every  county  in  the  dis- 
trict, as  often  as  may  be  provided  by  law;  and  more  than  one  court,  or  sitting 
thereof,  may  be  held  at  the  same  time  in  each  district.  (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  Ill, 
§  3.). 

Sec.  4.  [Their  jurisdiction.]  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas, 
and  of  the  judges  thereof  shall  be  fixed  by  law.  (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  Ill,  §§ 
3,  4,  5,  6.) 

Sec.  5.     {Repealed  Octooer'  9,  1883;   80  v.  382.] 

Original  §  5  read  as  follows  : 

"Sec.  5.  [District  courts']  District  courts  shall  be  composed  of  the  judges  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  respective  districts,  and  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  any  three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  shall  be  held  in  each  county  therein, 
at  least  once  in  each  year  ;  but  if  it  shall  be  found  inexpedient  to  hold  such  court  an- 
nually, in  each  county  of  any  district,  the  General  Assembly  may,  for  such  district,  pro- 
vide that  said  court  shall  hold  at  least  three  annual  sessions  therein,  in  not  less  than 
three  places  :  provided,  that  the  General  Assembly  may,  by  law,  authorize  the  judges  of 
each  district  to  fix  the  times  of  holding  the  courts  therein." 

Sec.  6.  [Circuit  Courts;  their  jurisdiction,  etc.]  The  Circuit  Court  shall 
have  like  original  jurisdiction  with  the  Supreme  Court,  and  such  appellate  juris- 
diction as  may  be  provided  by  law.  Such  courts  shall  be  composed  of  such  number 
of  judges  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  and  shall  be  held  in  each  county,  at  least 
once  in  each  year.  The  number  of  circuits,  and  the  boundaries  thereof,  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law.  Such  judges  shall  be  elected  in  each  circuit  by  the  electors 
thereof,  and  at  such  time  and  for  such  term  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and 
the  same  number  shall  be  elected  in  each  circuit.  Each  judge  shall  be  competent 
to  exercise  his  judicial  powers  in  any  circuit.  The  General  Assembly  may  change, 
from  time  to  time,  the  number  or  boundaries  of  the  circuits.     The  Circuit  Courts 
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shall  be  the  successors  of  the  district  courts,  and  all  cases,  judgments,  records, 
and  proceedings  pending  in  said  district  courts,  in  the  several  counties  of  any 
district,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Circuit  Courts  in  the  several  counties,  and  be 
proceeded  in  as  though  said  district  courts  had  not  been  abolished,  and  the  district 
courts  shall  continue  in  existence  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  judges 
of  the  Circuit  Courts.     (As  amended  October  9,  1883:  80  v.  382.) 

Original  §  6  read  as  follows  : 

"Sec.  6.  [Their  jurisdiction.]  The  district  court  shall  have  like  original  jurisdiction 
with  the  Supreme  Court,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by  law." 

Sec.  7.  [Probate  Courts.]  There  shall  be  established  in  each  county,  a  Pro- 
bate Court,  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  open  at  all  times,  and  holden  by  one 
judge,  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation,  payable  out  of  the  county 
treasury,  or  by  fees,  or  both,  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  [Their  jurisdiction.]  The  Probate  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
probate  and  testamentary  matters,  the  appointment  of  administrators  and  guard- 
ians, the  settlement  T)f  the  accounts  of  executors,  administrators,  and  guardians, 
and  such  jurisdiction  in  habeas  corpus,  the  issuing  of  marriage  licenses,  and  for 
the  sale  of  land  by  executors,  administrators,  and  guardians,  and  such  other  juris- 
diction, in  any  county  or  counties,  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  9.  [Justices  of  the  Peace.]  A  competent  number  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace  shall  be  elected,  by  the  electors,  in  each  township  in  the  several  counties. 
Their  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  their  powers  and  duties  shall  be 
regulated  by  law.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  Ill,  §  11.) 

Sec.  10.  [Other  judges.]  All  judges,  other  than  those  provided  for  in  this 
Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  judicial  district  for  which 
they  may  be  created,  but  not  for  a  longer  term  of  office  than  five  years. 

Sec.  11.     [Repealed  October  9,  1883;  80  v.  382.] 

Original  §  11  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  11.  [Classification  of  Supreme  Judges.]  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall, 
immediately  after  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution,  he  classified  by  lot,  so  that 
one  shall  hold  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for 
four  years,  and  one  for  five  years  ;  and,  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  term  of  each  of 
said  judges  shall  be  for  five  years." 

Sec.  12.     [Common  Pleas  judges:   their  term  of  office  and  residence.]     The 

judges  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall,  while  in  office,  reside  in  the  district 
for  which  they  are  elected;  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  for  five  years.  (See 
Const.  1802,  Art.  Ill,  §§3,  8.) 

Sec.  13.  [Vacancies,  how  filled.]  In  case  the  office  of  any  judge  shall  be- 
come vacant,  before  the  expiration  of  the  regular  term  for  which  he  was  elected, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor,  until  a  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified;  and  such  successor  shall  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  term, 
at  the  first  annual  election  that  occurs  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  vacancy 
shall  have  happened. 

Sec.  14.  [Compensation  of  judges:  ineligible  to  other  offices.]  The  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  shall,  at  stated  times, 
receive,  for  their  services,  such  compensation  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  which 
shall  not  be  diminished,  or  increased,  during  their  term  of  office;  but  they  shall 
receive  no  fees  or  perquisites,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust,  under 
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the  authority  of  this  state,  or  the  United  States.  All  votes  for  either  of  them, 
for  any  elective  office,  except  a  judicial  office,  under  the  authority  of  this  state, 
given  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  the  people,  shall  be  void.  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  Ill,  §  8.). 

Sec.  15.  [Number  of  judges  may  be  increased  or  diminished,  districts  altered, 
and  other  courts  established.]  The  General  Assembly  may  increase,  or  diminish, 
the  number  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  number  of  the  districts  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  the  number  of  judges  in  any  district,  change  the  dis- 
tricts, or  the  subdivisions  thereof,  or  establish  other  courts,  whenever  two-thirds 
of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  concur  therein;  but  no  such  change, 
addition,  or  diminution,  shall  vacate  the  office  of  any  judge. 

Sec.  16.  [Clerk  of  Courts.]  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  by  the 
electors  thereof,  one  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 
He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  clerk  of  all  other  courts  of  record  held  therein; 
but,  the  General  Assembly  may  provide,  by  law,  for  the  election  of  a  clerk,  with 
a  like  term  of  office,  for  each  or  any  other  of  the  courts  of  record,  and  may 
authorize  the  judge  of  the  Probate  Court  to  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  for  his 
court,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  directed  by  law.  Clerks  of  courts  shall 
be  removable  for  such  cause  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 
(See  Const.  1802,  Art.  Ill,  §  9.) 

Sec.  17.  [Judges  removable.]  Judges  may  be  removed  from  office,  by  con- 
current resolution  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  if  two-thirds  of  the 
members,  elected  to  each  house,  concur  therein;  but,  no  such  removal  shall  be 
made,  except  upon  complaint,  the  substance  of  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nal, nor,  until  the  party  charged  shall  have  had  notice  thereof,  and  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard.  > 

Sec.  18.  [Powers  and  jurisdiction.]  The  several  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  of  such  other  courts  as  may  be  created,  shall,  respec- 
tively, have  and  exercise  such  power  and  jurisdiction,  at  chambers,  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  [Courts  of  conciliation.]  The  General  Assembly  may  establish 
courts,  of  conciliation,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties;  but  such  courts 
shall  not  render  final  judgment  in  any  case,  except  upon  submission,  by  the  parties, 
of  the  matter  in  dispute,  and  their  agreement  to  abide  such  judgment. 

Sec.  20.  [Style  of  process,  prosecution  and  indictment.]  The  style  of  all 
process  shall  be,  "The  State  of  Ohio;"  all  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on,  m 
the  name,  and  by  the  authority,  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  all  indictments  shall 
conclude,  "against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State  of  Ohio."  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  Ill,  §  12.) 

Sec.  22  [21].  [Supreme  Court  Commission.]  A  commission,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  five  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  the  members  of  which  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  1876,  to  dispose  of  such  part  of 
the  business  then  on  the  dockets  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  shall,  by  arrangement 
between  said  commission  and  said  court,  be  transferred  to  such  commission;  and 
said  commission  shall  have  like  jurisdiction  and  power  in  respect  to  such  business 
as  are  or  may  be  vested  in  said  court;  and  the  members  of  said  commission  shall 
receive  a  like  compensation  for  the  time  being,  with  the  judges  of  said  court.     A 
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majority  of  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum 
or  pronounce  a  decision,  and  its  decision  shall  be  certified,  entered  and  enforced  as 
the  judgments  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  said 
commission,  all  business  undisposed  of,  shall  by  it  be  certified  to  the  Supreme 
Court  and  disposed  of  as  if  said  commission  had  never  existed.  The  clerk  and 
reporter  of  said  court  shall  be  the  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  commission,  and  the 
commission  shall  have  such  other  attendants  not  exceeding  in  number  those  pro- 
vided by  law  for  said  court,  which  attendants  said  commission  may  appoint  and 
remove  at  its  pleasure.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  commission,  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  of  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  if 
the  Senate  be  in  session,  and  if  the  Senate  be  not  in  session,  by  the  Governor, 
but  in  such  last  case,  such  appointment  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly.  The  General  Assembly  may,  on  application  of  the 
Supreme  Court  duly  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  court  and  certified,  provide  by 
law,  whenever  two-thirds  of  such  [each]  house  shall  concur  therein,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  appointment,  in  like  manner,  of  a  like  commission  with  like  powers, 
jurisdiction  and  duties;  provided,  that  the  term  of  any  such  commission  shall 
not  exceed  two  years,  nor  shall  it  be  created  oftener  than  once  in  ten  years. 

In  obedience  to  a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  March  30,  1875,  the  above 
section  was  submitted  to  the  people  on  the*  12th  day  of  October,  1875,  and  adopted.  The 
following  statement  shows  the  vote  :

ARTICLE  V. 
Elective  Franchise. 

Sec.  1.  [Who  may  vote.]  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state  one 
year  next  preceding  the  election,  and  of  the  county,  township  or  ward,  in  which 
he  resides,  such  time  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  shall  have  the  qualifications  of 
an  elector,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections.  (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  IV. 
§§  1,  5.) 

1.  For  a  discussion  and  definition  of  the  word  "white,"  as  here  used,  see  Anderson 
v.  Millikin,  9  O.  S.  568  ;  Monroe  v.  Collins,  17  O.  S.  665  ;  Jeffries  v.  Ankeny.  11  O.  372  : 
Thacker  v.  Hawk,  I.  O.  376  ;  Gray  v.  State,  4  O.  353  ;  Lane  v.  Baker,  12  O.  237  ;  Williams 
v.  School  Directors,  W.  178. 

This  restriction  on  the  elective  franchise  is  now  abrogated  by  the  fourteenth  and 
fifteenth  articles  of  amendments  to  the  Federal  Constitution.  Article  XIV,  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  this  subject,  is  as  follows :  "All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States,  a-nd  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  state  wherein  they  reside."  The  fifteenth  article  provides  that,  "1.  The  right  of  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States 
or  by  any  state,  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude ;  2.  The 
Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation."  Such  legis- 
lation has  been  enacted  by  Congress. 

Sec.  2.  [By  ballot.]  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot.  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  IV,  §  2.) 

Sec.  3.  [Voters,  when  privileged  from  arrest.]  Electors,  during  their  at- 
tendance at  elections,  and  in  going  to,  and  returning  therefrom,  shall  be  privileged 
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from  arrest,  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace.  (See 
Const.  1802,  Art.  IV,  '$3.) 

Sec.  4.  [Forfeiture  of  elective  franchise.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  have 
power  to  exclude  from  the  privilege  of  voting,  or  of  being  eligible  to  office,  any 
person  convicted  of  bribery,  perjury,  or  other  infamous  crime.  (See  Const.  1802, 
Art.  IV,  §  4.) 

Sec.  5.  [Persons  not  considered  residents  of  the  state.]  No  person  in  the 
military,  naval,  or  marine  service  of  the  United  States,  shall,  by  being  stationed 
in  any  garrison,  or  military,  or  naval  station,  within  the  state,  be  considered  a 
resident  of  this  state. 

Sec.  6.  [Idiots  or  insane  persons.]  No  idiot,  or  insane  person,  shall  be  En- 
titled to  the  privileges  of  an  elector. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ~ 

Education. 

Sec.  1.  [Funds  for  educational  and  religious  purposes.]  The  principal  of  all 
funds,  arising  from  the  sale,  or  other  disposition  of  lands,  or  other  property, 
granted  or  entrusted  to  this  state  for  educational  and  religious  purposes,  shall 
forever  be  preserved  inviolate,  and  undiminished;  and,  the  income  arising  there- 
from, shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  the  specific  objects  of  the  original  grants,'  or 
appropriations. 

Sec.  2.  [School  funds.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  such  provisions, 
by  taxation,  or  otherwise  as,  with  the  income  arising  from  the  school  trust  fund, 
will  secure  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  common  schools  throughout  the 
state;  but  no  religious  or  other  sect,  or  sects,  shall  ever  have  any  exclusive  right 
to,  or  control  of,  any  part  of  the  school  funds  of  this  state. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Public  Institutions. 

Sec.  1.  [Insane,  blind,  and  deaf  and  dumb.]  Institutions  for  the  benefit  of 
the  insane,  blind,  and  deaf  and  dumb,  shall  always  be  fostered  and  supported  by 
the  state;  and  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  [Directors  of  penitentiary,  trustees  of  benevolent  and  other  state 
institutions:  how  appointed.]  The  directors  of  the  penitentiary  shall  be  ap- 
pointed or  elected  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct;  and  the 
trustees  of  the  benevolent,  and  other  state  institutions,  now  elected^by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  of  such  other  state  institutions,  as  may  be  hereafter  created, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate;  and  upon  all  nominations  made  by  the  Governor,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  journals  of  the  Senate. 

Sec.  3.  [Vacancies,  how  filled.]  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  Offices  aforesaid,  until  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and,  until  a  successor  to  his  appointee  shall  be  confirmed  and 
qualified. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 
Public  Debt  and  Public  Works. 

Sec.  1.  [Public  debt.]  The  state  may  contract  debts  to  supply  casual  deficits 
or  failures  in  revenues,  or  to  meet  expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for;  but  the 
aggregate  amount  of  such  debts,  direct  and  contingent,  whether  contracted  by 
virtue  of  one  or  more  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  at  different  periods  of 
time,  shall  never  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  the 
money,  arising  from  the  creation  of  such  debts,  shall  be  applied  to  the  jmrpose  for 
which  it  was  obtained,  or  to  repay  the  debts  so  contracted,  and  to  no  other 
purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  [Additional,  and  for  what  purposes.]  In  addition  to  the  above  lim- 
ited power,  the  state  may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection, 
defend  the  state  in  war,  or  to  redeem  the  present  outstanding  indebtedness  of 
the  state;  but  the  money,  arising  from  the  contracting  of  such  debts,  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  raised,  or  to  repay  such  debts,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever;  and  all  debts,  incurred  to  redeem  the  present  outstand- 
ing indebtedness  of  the  state,  shall  be  so  contracted  as  to  be  payable  by  the 
sinking  fund,  hereinafter  provided  for,  as  the  same  shall  accumulate. 

Sec.  3.  [The  state  to  create  no  other  debt.]  Except  the  debts  above  specified 
in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  article,  no  debt  whatever  shall  hereafter  be  created 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  state. 

Sec.  4.  [Credit  of  state:  the  state  shall  not  become  joint  owner  or  stock- 
holder.] The  credit  of  the  state  shall  not,  in  any  manner,  be  given  or  loaned 
to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  individual  association  or  corporation  whatever;  nor  shall 
the  state  ever  hereafter  become  a  joint  owner,  or  stockholder,  in  any  company 
or  association  in  this  state,  or  elsewhere,  formed  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  5.  [No  assumption  of  debts  by  the  state.]  The  state  shall  never  as- 
sume the  debts  of  any  county,  city,  town,  or  township,  or  of  any  corporation 
whatever,  unless  such  debt  shall  have  been  created  to  repel  invasion,  suppress 
insurrection,  or  defend  the  state  in  war. 

Sec.  6.  [Counties,  cities,  towns,  or  townships,  not  authorized  to  become  stock- 
holders, etc.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  never  authorize  any  county,  city, 
town,  or  township,  by  vote  of  its  citizens,  or  otherwise,  to  become  a  stockholder 
in  any  joint  stock  company,  corporation,  or  association  whatever;  or  to  raise 
money  for,  or  loan  its  credit  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  such  company,  corporation,  or 
association. 

Sec.  7.  [Sinking  fund.]  The  faith  of  the  state  being  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment of  its  public  debt,  in  order  to  provide  therefor,  there  shall  be  created  a 
sinking  fund,  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  accruing  interest  on  such  debt, 
and,  annually,  to  reduce  the  principal  thereof,  by  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  increased  yearly,  and  each  and  every  year,  by  compound- 
ing, at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  said  sinking  fund  shall  consist, 
of  the  net  annual  income 'of  the  public  works  and  stocks  owned  by  the  state, 
of  any  other  funds  or  resources  that  are,  or  may  be,  provided  by  law,  and  of 
such  further  sum,  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.     [The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund.]     The  Auditor  of  State, 

(221) 


Secretary  of  State,  and  Attorney  General,  are  hereby  created  a  board  of  com- 
missioners, to  be  styled,  "The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund." 

Sec.  9.  [Their  biennial  report.]  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
shall,  immediately  preceding  each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  make 
an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  of  the  fund,  provided  for  in  the  seventh  sec- 
tion of  this  article,  from  all  sources  except  from  taxation,  and  report  the  same, 
together  with  all  their  proceedings  relative  to  said  fund  and  the  public  debt,  to 
the  Governor,  who  shall  transmit  the  same  with  his  regular  message,  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  make  all  necessary  provision  for 
raising  and  disbursing  said  sinking  fund,  in  pursuance  of  the  provision  of  this 
article. 

Sec.  10.  [Application  of  sinking  fund.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
commissioners  faithfully  to  apply  said  fund,  together  with  all  moneys  that  may 
be,  by  the  General  Assembly,  appropriated  to  that  object,  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest,  as  it  becomes  due,  and  the  redemption  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt 
of  the  state,  excepting  only,  the  school  and  trust  funds  held  by  the  state. 

Sec.  11.  [Semi-annual  report.]  The  said  commissioners  shall,  semi-annually, 
make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Governor,  who  shall, 
immediately,  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  and  shall  also  communicate  the  same 
to  the  General  Assembly,  forthwith,  if  it  be  in  session,  and  if  not,  then  at  its 
first  session  after  such  report  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  12.  [Board  of  Public  Works.]  So  long  as  this  state  shall  have  public 
works  which  require  superintendence,  there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  to 
consist  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  at  the  first  gen- 
eral election  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  one  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years;  and  one 
member  of  said  board  shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  13.  [Their  powers,  duties,  and  compensation.]  The  powers  and  duties 
of  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  its  several  members,  and  their  compensation, 
shall  be  such  as  now  are,  or  may  be,  prescribed  by  law. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Militia. 

Sec.  1.  [Who  shall  perform  military  duty.]  All  white  male  citizens,  resi- 
dents of  this  state,  being  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five 
years,  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  militia,  and  perform  military  duty,  in  such  manner, 
not  incompatible  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  [What  officers  to  be  elected,  and  by  whom.]  Majors  general,  briga- 
diers general,  colonels,  lieutenant  colonels,  majors,  captains,  and  subalterns,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  persons  subject  to  military  duty,  in  their  respective  districts. 
(See  Const.  1802,  Art.  V.) 

Sec.  3.  [Same  subject.]  The  Governor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant  general, 
quartermaster  general,  and  such  other  staff  officers,  as  may  be  provided  for  by  law. 
Majors  general,  brigadiers  general,  colonels,  or  commandants  of  regiments,  bat- 
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talions,  or  squadrons,  shall,  severally,  appoint  their  staff,  and  eaptainf  -hall  ap- 
point their  non-commissioned  officers  ;ui<l  musicians.     (See  Const,   1802,  Art.   V.) 

Sec.  4.  |  Governor  to  commission  officers,  and  have  power  to  call  forth  the 
militia.]  The  Governor  shall  commission  all  officers  of  the  line  and  staff,  ranking 
;is  such;  and  shall  have  power  to  call  forth  the  m i I i tin,  to  execute  the  lawi  of  the 
state,  to  suppress  insurrection,  and  repel  invasion.     (See  ('oust.   ISO:.:,  Art.    V.) 

Sec.  5.  [Public  arms. J  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the 
protection  and  safe  keeping  of  the  public  arms. 


ARTICLE  X. 

County  and  Township  Organizations. 

Sec.  1.     [County  and  township  officers.]     The  General  Assembly  shall  provide, 
by  law,  for  the  election  of  such  county  and  township  officers  as  may  be  aeci 
(See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VI,  §§  1,  3.) 

Sec.  2.     [County  officers,  when  elected.]     County  officers  shall   be  elected   on 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in   November,  by  the  electors   ot 
county  in  such  manner,  and  for  such  term,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  may   be 
provided  by  law.     (As  amended  October  13,  1885:   82  v.  446.) 

Sec.  3.  [Eligibility  of  sheriff  and  treasurer.]  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  sheriff,  or  county  treasurer,  for  more  than  four  years,  in  any  period 
of  six  years     (See  Const,  1802,  Art.  VI,  §  1.) 

Sec.  4.  [Township  officers,  when  elected.]  Township  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  the  electors  of  each  township,  at  such  time,  in  such  manner,  and  for  such 
term,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  may  be  provided  by  law;  but  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  (As  amended  October 
13,  1885:  82  v.  449.) 

Original  §  4  read  as  follows : 

"Sec  4.  [To unship  officers  :  when  elected  ]  Township  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  annually,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the-r  respective  townships, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  from  the  Monday  next  succeeding  their  election, 
and  until  their  successors  are  qualified." 

Sec.  5.  [County  and  township  treasuries.]  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from 
any  county  or  township  treasury,  except  by  authority  of  law. 

Sec.  6.  [What  officers  may  be  removed.]  Justices  of  the  peace,  and  county 
and  township  officers,  may  be  removed,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  cause,  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  7.  [Local  taxation.]  The  commissioners  of  counties,  the  trustees  of 
townships,  and  similar  boards,  shall  have  such  power  of  local  taxation,  for  police 
purposes,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 


ARTICLE  XL 

Apportionment. 

Sec.  1.     [Apportionment  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly;  ratio  of  rep- 
resentation in  House.]     The  apportionment  of  this  state  for  members  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Assembly  shall  be  made  every  ten  years,  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  in  the  following  manner:  The  whole  population  of  the 
state,  as  ascertained  by  the  federal  census,  or  in  such  other  mode  as  the  General 
Assembly  may  direct,  shall  be  divided  by  the  number  ' '  one  hundred, ' '  and  the 
quotient  shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  for 
ten  years  next  succeeding  such  apportionment. 

Sec.  2.  [Same  subject.]  Every  county  having  a  population  equal  to  one- 
half  of  said  ratio,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative;  every  county,  contain- 
ing said  ratio,  and  three-fourths  over,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives; 
every  county  containing  three  times  said  ratio,  shall  be  entitled  to  three  repre- 
sentatives; and  so  on,  requiring  after  the  first  two,  an  entire  ratio  for  each  addi- 
tional representative.  Provided,  however,  that  each  county  shall  have  one  rep- 
resentative.     (As  amended  November  3,  1902:    95  v.  967.) 

Sec.  3.  [Same  subject.]  When  any  county  shall  have  a  fraction  above  the 
ratio,  so  large,  that  being  multiplied  by  five,  the  result  will  be  equal  to  one  or 
more  ratios,  additional  representatives  shall  be  apportioned  for  such  ratios,  among 
the  several  sessions  of  the  decennial  period,  in  the  following  manner:  If  there 
be  only  one  ratio,  a  representative  shall  be  alloted  to  the  fifth  session  of  the  de- 
cennial period;  if  there  are  two  ratios,  a  representative  shall  be  alloted  to  the 
fourth  and  third  sessions,  respectively;  if  three,  to  the  third,  second,  and  first 
sessions,  respectively;  if  four,  to  the  fourth,  third,  second,  and  first  sessions, 
respectively.  , 

Sec.  4.  [Same  subject.]  Any  county,  forming  with  another  county  or  coun- 
ties, a  representative  district,  during  one  decennial  period,  if  it  have  acquired 
sufficient  population  at  the  next  decennial  period,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate 
representation,  if  there  shall  be  left,  in  the  district  from  which  it  shall  have  been 
separated,  a  population  sufficient  for  a  representative;  but  no  such  change  shall 
be  made,  except  ,at  the  regular  decennial  period  for  the  apportionment  of  repre- 
sentatives. 

Sec.  5.  [Same  subject.]  If,  in  fixing  any  subsequent  ratio,  a  county,  pre- 
viously entitled  to  a  separate  representation,  shall  have  less  than  the  number 
required  by  the  new  ratio  for  a  representative,  such  county  shall  be  attached  to 
the  county  adjoining  it,  having  the  least  number  of  inhabitants;  and  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  district,  so  formed,  shall  be  determined  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  6.  [Ratio  for  a  Senator.]  The  ratio  for  a  Senator  shall  forever,  here- 
after, be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  whole  population  of  the  state  by  the  num- 
ber thirty-five. 

Sec.  7.  [Senatorial  districts.]  The  state  is  hereby  divided  into  thirty-three 
senatorial  districts,  as  follows:  The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  the  first 
senatorial  district;  the  counties  of  Butler  and  Warren,  the  second;  Montgomery 
and  Preble,  the  third;  Clermont  and  Brown,  the  fourth;  Green,  Clinton  and  Pay- 
ette, the  fifth;  Eoss  and  Highland,  the  sixth;  Adams,  Pike,  Scioto  and  Jackson, 
the  seventh;  Lawrence,  Gallia,  Meigs  and  Vinton,  the  eighth;  Athens,  Hocking 
and  Fairfield,  the  ninth;  Franklin  and  Pickaway,  the  tenth;  Clark,  Champaign 
and  Madison,  the  eleventh;  Miami,  Darke  and  Shelby,  the  twelfth;  Logan,  Union, 
Marion  and  Hardin,  the  thirteenth;  Washington  and  Morgan,  the  fourteenth; 
Muskingum  and  Perry,  the  fifteenth;  Delaware  and  Licking,  the  sixteenth;  Knox 
and  Morrow,  the  seventeenth;  Coshocton  and  Tuscarawas,  the  eighteenth;  Guern- 
sey and  Monroe,  the  nineteenth;   Belmont  and  Harrison,  the   twentieth;    Carroll 
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and  Stark,  the  twenty-first;  Jefferson  and  Columbiana,  the  twenty-second;  Trum- 
bull and  Mahoning,  the  twenty-third;  Ashtabula,  Lake  and  Geauga,  the  twenty 
fourth;  Cuyahoga,  the  twenty-fifth;  Portage  and  Summit,  the  twenty-sixth;  Medina 
and  Lorain,  the  twenty-seventh;  Wayne  and  Holmes,  the  twenty-eighth;  Ashland 
and  Kichland,  the  twenty-ninth;  Huron,  Erie,  Sandusky  and  Ottawa,  the  thirtieth; 
Seneca,  Crawford  and  Wyandot,  the  thirty-first;  Mercer,  Auglaize,  Allen,  Van 
Wert,  Paulding,  Defiance  and  Williams,  the  thirty-second;  and  Eancock,  Wood, 
Lucas,  Fulton,  Henry  and  Putnam,  the  thirty-third.  For  the  first  decennial  period, 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  each  of  said  districts  shall  l>e  entitled  to 
one  senator,  except  the  first  district,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  three  senators. 

"The  whole  state  is  divided  into  districts,  and  the  limits  of  each  clearly  and  definitely 
fixed.  These  limits  were,  in  every  instance,  described  by  the  county  lines,  as  they  existed 
when  the  Constitution  was  adopted  hy  the  convention — the  boundaries  of  counties  being 
referred  to  and  adopted,  from  convenience  and  propriety,  as  the  boundaries  of  districts, 
and  thus  making  the  limits  of  each  district  as  certain  as  though  it  had  been  marked  out 
by  natural  or  artificial  objects.  While  the  counties  remained,  as  they  then  were,  ot  course, 
no  one  of  them  could  he  divided,  so  as  to  fall  into  different  districts.  But  while  tli<- 
boundaries  of  counties,  to  a  certain  extent,  and  districts,  were  fixed  upon  the  game  lines. 
they  were  yet  independent  of  each  other;  so  that  whatever  changes  might  be  made  in 
county  limits,  the  lines  of  the  districts  remained  as  before,  subject  only  to  BUCh  changes 
as  are  provided  for  in  the  Constitution  itself:"  State  v.  Dudley,  1  O.  S.  4.'i7-44:'»     Ranney,  .1 

Sec.  8.  [Same  subject.]  The  same  rules  shall  be  applied,  in  apportioning  the 
fractions  of  senatorial  districts,  and  in  annexing  districts,  which  may  hereafter 
have  less  than  three-fourths  of  a  senatorial  ratio,  as  are  applied  to  representative 
districts. 

Sec.  9.  [Same  subject.]  Any  county  forming  part  of  a  senatorial  district, 
having  acquired  a  population  equal  to  a  full  senatorial  ratio,  shall  be  made  a 
separate  senatorial  district,  at  any  regular  decennial  apportionment,  if  a  full  sen- 
atorial ratio  shall  be  left  in  the  district  from  Which  it  shall  be  taken. 

Sec.  10.  [Apportionment  of  Representatives  for  ten  years.]  For  the  first  ten 
years,  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  the  apportionment 
of  representatives  shall  be  as  provided  in  the  schedule,  and  no  change  shall  ever 
be  made  in  the  principles  of  representation,  as  herein  established,  or,  in  the  sen- 
atorial districts,  except  as  above  provided.  All  territory,  belonging  to  a  county 
at  the  time  of  any  apportionment,  shall,  as  to  the  right  of  representation  and 
suffrage,  remain  an  integral  part  thereof,  during  the  decennial  period. 

"The  exception  contained  in  this  section  refers  to  the  eighth  and  ninth  sections  *  *  * 
The  provisions  of  this  section  irrevocably  fix  the  districts,  and  apportion  the  representa- 
tion for  ten  years.  At  the  expiration  of  that  period,  other  sections  of  the  eleventh  artie'e 
direct  specifically  in  what  manner  the  executive  officers,  charged  with  the  duty,  shall  ascer- 
tain and  fix  it,  for  another  period  of  ten  years.  It  is  manifest  that  no  change,  altera- 
tion, or  modification  of  the  representative  districts,  is  allowed  between  the  periods  of 
decennial  apportionment;  unlike  the  Senate  districts,  they  are  not  forever  to  remain  un- 
changed. On  the  contrary,  they  must,  of  necessity,  at  the  expiration  of  each  ten  years. 
so  change  as  to  conform  to  the  boundaries  of  counties,  as  they  are  then  found  to  exist  : 
and  the  limits  of  districts,  at  those  periods,  become  auain  identical  with  those  of  counties  .'" 
State' v.  Dudley,  1  O.  S.  437-444,  446,  447 — Ranney,  J. 

Sec.  11.  [When  the  Governor,  Auditor,  and  Secretary  of  State  to  determine 
ratio  of  representation.]  The  Governor,  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State,  or  any 
two  of  them,  shall,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  October  election,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and,  at  each  decennial  period  there- 
after, ascertain  and  determine  the  ratio  of  representation,  according  to  the  de- 
cennial census,  the  number  of  representatives  and  senators  each  county  or  dis- 
trict shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  and  for  what  years,  within  the  next  ensuing  ten 
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years,  and  the  Governor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 


JUDICIAL  APPORTIONMENT. 

Sec.  12.  [Judicial  purposes.]  For  judicial  purposes,  the  state  shall,  be  appor- 
tioned as  follows: 

[First  district.]  The  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  constitute  the  first  district, 
which  shall  not  be  subdivided;  and  the  judges  therein,  may  hold  separate  courts 
or  separate  sittings  of  the  same  court,  at  the  same  time. 

[Second  district.]  The  counties  of  Butler,  Preble  and  Darke,  shall  constitute 
the  first  subdivision;  Montgomery,  Miami  and  Champaign,  the  second;  and  "War- 
ren, Clinton,  Greene  and  Clark,  the  third  subdivision  of  the  second  district;  and 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

[Third  district.]  The  counties  of  Shelby,  Auglaize,  Allen,  Hardin,  Logan, 
Union  and  Marion,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision;  Mercer,  Van  Wert,  Put- 
nam, Paulding,  Defiance,  Williams,  Henry  and  Fulton,  the  second;  and  Wood, 
Seneca,  Hancock,  Wyandot  and  Crawford,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  third  dis- 
trict; and,  together,  shall  form  such  district. 

[Fourth,  district.]  The  counties  of  Lucas,  Ottawa,  Sandusky,  Erie  and  Huron, 
shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision;  Lorain,  Medina  and  Summit,  the  second; 
and  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  fourth  district;  and, 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

[Fifth  district.]  The  counties  of  Clermont,  Brown  and  Adams,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision;  Highland,  Eoss  and  Fayette,  the  second;  and  Pick- 
away, Franklin  and  Madison,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  fifth  district;  and, 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

[Sixth  district.]  The  counties  of  Licking,  Knox  and  Delaware,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision;  Morrow,  Richland  and  Ashland,  the  second;  and 
Wayne,  Holmes  and  Coshocton,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  sixth  district;  and, 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

[Seventh  district.]  The  counties  of  Fairfield,  Perry  and  Hocking,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision;  Jackson,  Vinton,  Pike,  Scioto  and  Lawrence,  the  sec- 
ond; and  Gallia,  Meigs,  Athens  and  Washington,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the 
seventh  district;  and,  together  shall  form  such  district. 

[Eighth  district.]  The  counties  of  Muskingum  and  Morgan,  shall  constitute 
the  first  subdivision;  Guernsey,  Belmont  and  Monroe,  the  second;  and  Jefferson, 
Harrison  and  Tuscarawas,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  eighth  district;  and,  to- 
gether, shall  form  such  district. 

[Ninth  district.]  The  counties  of  Stark,  Carroll  and  Columbiana,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  subdivision;  Trumbull,  Portage  and  Mahoning,  the  second;  and 
Geauga,  Lake  and  Ashtabula,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  ninth  district;  and, 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

Sec.  13.  [New  counties  attached.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  attach  any 
new  counties,  that  may  hereafter  be  erected,  to  such  districts,  or  subdivisions 
thereof,  as  shall  be  most  convenient. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

Finance  and.  Taxation. 

Sec.  1.     [Poll  tax.]     The  Levying  of  taxes,  by  the  poll,  is  grievous  and  o\> 

pressive;  therefore,  the  General  Assembly  shall   never  levy  ;i  foil  tax,   tor  < 
or  state  purposes.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VIII,  §  S3.) 

Sec.  2.  [Taxation  by  uniform  rule.]  Laws  shall  be  passed,  taxing  by  a  nni- 
form  rule,  all  moneys,  credits,  investments  in  bonds,  stocks,  joint  stork  companies, 
or  otherwise;  and  also  all  real  and  personal  property  according  to  its  true  yalue 
in  money,  excepting  bonds  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  bonds  of  any  city,  village,  ham- 
let, county,  or  township  in  this  state,  and  bonds  issued  in  behalf  of  the  public 
schools  of  Ohio  and  the  means  of  instruction  in  connection  therewith,  which  bonds 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation;  but  burying  grounds,  public  school  ho  ■•  -.  houses 
used  exclusively  for  public  worship,  institutions  of  purely  public  charity,  public 
property  used  exclusively  for  any  public  purpose,  and  personal  property,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  in  value  two  hundred  dollars,  for  each  individual,  may,  by 
general  laws,  be  exempted  from  taxation;  but  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to 
alteration  or  repeal;  and  the  value  of  all  property,  so  exempted,  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  be  ascertained  and  published  as  may  be  directed  by  law.  [As  amended 
November,  1905.] 

Sec.  3.  [Same  subject.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for 
taxing  the  notes  and  bills  discounted  or  purchased,  moneys  loaned,  and  all  other 
property,  effects,  or  dues,  of  every  description  (without  deduction),  of  all  banks, 
now  existing,  or  hereafter  created,  and  of  all  bankers,  so  that  all  property  em- 
ployed in  banking,  shall  always  bear  a  burden  of  taxation,  equal  to  that  imposed 
on  the  property  of  individuals. 

Sec.  4,  [Revenue.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  raising  revenue, 
sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  state,  for  each  year,  and  also  a  sufficient 
sum  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  state  debt. 

Sec.  5.  [Levying  of  taxes.]  No  tax  shall  be  levied,  except  in  pursuance  of 
law;  and  every  law  imposing  a  tax,  shall  state,  distinctly,  the  object  of  the  same 
to  which  only,  it  shall  be  applied. 

Sec.  6.  [No  debt  for  internal  improvement.]  The  state  shall  never  contract 
any  debt  for  purposes  of  internal  improvement. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

Corporations. 

Sec.  1.  [Corporate  powers.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  special 
act  conferring  corporate  powers. 

Sec.  2.  [Corporations,  how  formed.]  Corporations  may  be  formed  under 
general  laws;  but  all  such  laws  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  [Dues  from  corporations,  how  secured.]  Dues  from  private  corpora- 
tions shall  be  secured  by  such  means  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  but  in  no 
case  shall  any  stockholder  be  individually  liable  otherwise  than  for  the  unpaid 
stock  owned  by  him  or  her.     [As  amended  November,  1903.] 
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Sec.  4.  [Corporate  property  subject  to  taxation.]  The  property  of  corpora- 
tions, now  existing  or  hereafter  created,  shall  forever  be  subject  to  taxation,  the 
same  as  the  property  of  individuals. 

Sec.  5.  [Right  of  way.]  No  right  of  way  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  any  corporation,  until  full  compensation  therefor  be  first  made  in  money,  or 
first  secured  by  a  deposit  of  money,  to  the  owner,  irrespective  of  any  benefit  from 
any  improvement  proposed  by  such  corporation;  which  compensation  shall  be 
ascertained  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  a  court  of  record,  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  6.  [Organization  of  cities,  etc.]  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide 
for  the  organization  of  cities,  and  incorporated  villages,  by  general  laws,  and  re- 
strict their  power  of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts 
and  loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  such  power. 

Sec.  7.  [Associations  with  banking  powers.]  No  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, authorizing  associations  with  banking  powers,  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  people,  at  the  general  election  next  succeeding  the  passage 
thereof,  and  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors,  voting  at  such  election. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 
Jurisprudence. 

Sec.  1.  [Commissioners.]  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  provide  for  the  appointment  of  three  com- 
missioners, and  prescribe  their  tenure  of  office,  compensation,  and  the  mode  of 
filling  vacancies  in  said  commission. 

Sec.  2.  [Their  duties.]  The  said  commissioners  shall  revise,  reform,  simplify, 
and  abridge  the  practice,  pleadings,  forms,  and  proceedings  of  the  courts  of  rec- 
ord of  this  state;  and,  as  far  as  practicable  and  expedient,  shall  provide  for  the 
abolition  of  the  distinct  forms  of  action  at  law,  now  in  use,  and  for  the  admin- 
istration of  justice  by  a  uniform  mode  of  proceeding,  without  reference  to  any 
distinction  between  law  and  equity. 

Sec.  3.  [Their  report.]  The  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  reported  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  be  subject  to  the  action  of 
that  body. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  1.  [Seat  of  government.]  Columbus  shall  be  the  seat  of  government, 
until  otherwise  directed  by  law.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VII,  §  4.) 

Sec.  2.  [Public  printing.]  The  printing  of  the  laws,  journals,  bills,  legisla- 
tive documents  and  papers  for  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  with  the 
printing  required  for  the  executive  and  other  departments  of  state,  shall  be  let, 
on  contract,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  by  such  executive  officers,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.   3.     [Receipts  and  expenditures.]     An  accurate  and  detailed  statement 
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of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public  money,  th<*  several  amount!  paid, 
to  whom,  and  on  what  account,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  published,  as  shall  be 

prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  [Who  eligible  to  office.]  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to 
any  office  in  this  state,  unless  ho  possess  the  qualifications  of  an  elector. 

Sec.  5.  [Duelists  ineligible.]  No  person  who  shall  hereafter  fight  a  duel, 
assist  in  the  same  as  second,  or  send,  accept,  or  knowingly  carry,  a  challenge 
therefor,  shall  hold  any  office  in  this  state. 

Sec.  6.  [Lotteries.]  Lotteries,  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  for  any  pur 
pose  whatever,  shall  forever  be  prohibited  in  this  state. 

Sec.  7.  [Oath  of  officers.]  Every  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  office 
under  this  state,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  shall  take  an 
oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  .States,  and  of  this 
state,  and  also  an  oath  of  office.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VII,  §  1.) 

Sec.  8.     [Bureau  of  statistics.]     There  may  be  established,  in  the  Secretai 
State's  office,  a  bureau  of  statistics,  under  such  regulations  as  may  bo  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  9.     [See  Sec.  18,  Sched.] 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

Amendments. 

*  Sec.  1.  [This  Constitution  may  be  amended,  and  how.]  Either  branch  of  the 
General  Assembly  may  propose  amendments  to  this  Constitution;  and,  if  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  such  pro- 
posed amendments  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays, 
and  shall  be  published  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county  of  the  state, 
where  a  newspaper  is  published,  for  six  months  preceding  the  next  election 
for  senators  and  representatives,  at  which  time  the  same  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  electors,  for  their  approval  or  rejection;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  elec- 
tors, voting  at  such  election,  shall  adopt  such  amendments,  the  same  shall  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Constitution.  When  more  than  one  amendment  shall  be 
submitted  at  the  same  time,  they  shall  be  so  submitted  as  to  enable  the  electors 
to  vote  on  each  amendment,  separately. 

Sec.  2.  [Same  subject.]  Whenever  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  think  it  necessary  to  call  a  convention, 
to  revise,  amend,  or  change  this  constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the  electors 
to  vote,  at  the  next  election  for  members  to  the  General  Assembly,  for  or  against 
a  convention;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors,  voting  at  said  election,  shrill 
have  voted  for  a  convention,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session, 
provide,  by  law,  for  calling  the  same.  The  convention  shall  consist  of  as  many 
members  as  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  who  shall  be  chosen  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  shall  meet  within  three  months  after  their  election,  for  the  purpose, 
aforesaid.     (See  Const.  1802,  Art.  VII,  §  5.) 

Sec.  3.  [Same  subject.]  At  the  general  election,  to  be  held  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one,  and  in  each  twentieth  year  thereafter, 
the  question:  "Shall  there  be  a  convention  to  revise,  alter,  or  amend  the  Consti- 
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tution/'  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state;  and,  in  case  a  majority 
of  all  the  electors;  voting  at  such  election,  shall  decide  in  favor  of  a  convention, 
the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  session,  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  election 
of  delegates,  and  the  assembling  of  such  convention,  as  is  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section;  but  no  amendment  of  this  Constitution,  agreed  upon  by  any  con- 
vention assembled  in  pursuance  of  this  article,  shall  take  effect,  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  and  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  those  voting  thereon. 

In  pursuance  of  this  section,  the  question  "shall  there  be  a  convention  to  revise,  alter, 
or  amend  the  Constitution,"  was  submitted  to  the  people  on  the  10th  day  of  October, 
1871,  resulting  in  favor  of  the  convention  by  the  following  vote  : 

Whole  number  of  electors  voting  at  said  election 459,900 

Whole  number  of  electors  voting  in  favor  of '  the  convention....    264,970 

Whole  number  of  electors  voting  against  the  convention 104,231 

The  convention  which  met  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1873,  and  remained  in  session  one 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  days,  submitted  a  new  Constitution  to  a  vote  of  the  people  on 
the  18th  day  of  August,  1874,  which  failed  of  adoption,  the  following  statement  showing 
the  vote  thereon  :

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Elections. 

Sec.  1.  [Time  for  holding.]  Elections  for  state  and  county  officers  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  the  even  num- 
bered years;  and  all  elections  for  all  other  elective  officers  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  the  odd  numbered  years. 
[As  adopted  November  7,  1905:  97  v.  640.] 

Sec.  2.  [Terms  of  officers.]  The  term  of  office  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  State  and  Treasurer  of  State  shall  be 
two  years,  and  that  of  the  Auditor  of  State  shall  be  four  years.  The  term  of 
office  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Circuit  Courts  shall  be  such  even 
number  of  years  not  less  than  six  (6)  years  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  that  of  the  judges  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  six  (6)  years  and 
of  the  judges  of  the  Probate  Court,  four  (4)  years,  and  that  of  other  judges  shall 
be  such  even  number  of  years  not  exceeding  six  (6)  years  as  many  be  prescribed 
by  the  General  Assembly.  The  term  of  office  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be 
such  even  number  of  %  years  not  exceeding  four  (4)  years,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  General  Assembly.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  shall  be  such  even  number  of  years  not  exceeding  six  (6)  years 
as  may  be  so  prescribed;  and  the  term  of  office  of  all  elective  county,  township, 
municipal  and  school  officers  shall  be  such  even  number  of  years  not  exceeding 
four  (4)  years  as  may  be  so  prescribed. 

And  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  so  extend  existing  terms  of 
office  as  to  effect  the  purpose  of  Section  1  of  this  article. 

Any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  any  elective  state  office  other  than  that  of 
a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  or  of  Governor,  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment by  the  Governor  until  the  disability  is  removed  or  a  successor  elected  and 
qualified.     Every  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  at  the  first  general  elec- 
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tion  for  the  office  which  is  vacant,  that  occurs  more  khan  thirty   (30)   dayi  after 
the  vacancy  shall  have  occurred.     The  person   elected   shall   fill   the  office   for   the 
unexpired  terra.     All  vacancies  in  other  elective;  offices  shall   be  filled   for  the  un- 
expired term  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.     [As  adopted    '•< 
ber  7,  1905:  97  v.  641.] 

Sec.  3.  [Incumbents.]  Every  elective  officer  holding  office  when  this  amend 
ment  is  adopted  shall  continue  to  hold  such  office  for  the  full  term  for  which  h<- 
was  elected  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  as  provided  by 
law.     [As  adopted  November,  1905.]

The  first  election  for  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  State  and  Attorney  General,  -hull 
be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fiftj 
one.  The  persons,  holding  said  offices  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  tho  isand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  therein,  until  the  second  Monday  of 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

Sec.  4.  [For  judges,  clerks,  etc.]  The  first  election  for  judges  of  the  Su]  rem- 
Court,  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  Probate  Courts,  and  Clerks  of  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  the  official  term  of  said  judges  and  clerks,  so 
elected,  shall  commence  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-two.  Judges  and  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  Su- 
preme Court,  in  office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office  with  their  present  powers  and  duties,  until 
the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two.  Xo 
suit  or  proceeding,  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state,  shall  be  affected 
by  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution.      (See  Art.  IV,  §   7,  note  2;    §  13,  note.) 

Sec.  5.  [What  officers  to  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  their  term.] 
The  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office,  directors  of  the  penitentiary,  direc- 
tors of  the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  state,  the  state  librarian,  and  all  other 
officers,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  in  office  on  the  first  day 
of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office, 
until  their  terms  expire,  respectively,  unless  the  General  Assmbly  shall  otherwise 
provide. 

Sec.  6.  [As  to  certain  courts.]  The  superior  and  commercial  courts  of  Cin- 
cinnati, and  the  Superior  Court  of  Cleveland,  shall  remain,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  with  their  present  powers  and.  jurisdiction;  and  the  judges  and 
clerks  of  said  courts,  in  office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office,  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms 
of  office,  respectively,  or,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law;   but   neither   of  said 
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courts  shall  continue  after  the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-three;  and  no  suits  shall  be  commenced  in  said  first  two  men- 
tioned courts,  after  the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two,  nor  in  said  last  mentioned  court,  after  the  second  Monday  in 
August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two;  and  all  business  in  either  of 
said  courts,  not  disposed  of  within  the  time  limited  for  their  continuance  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  transferred  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

Sec.  7.  [County  and  township  officers.]  All  county  and  township  officers  and 
justices  of  the  peace,  in  office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  terms  expire,  respectively. 

Sec.  8.  [Vacancies.]  Vacancies  in  office,  occurring  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  be  filled,  as  is  now  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  until  officers  are  elected  or  appointed,  and  qualified,  under 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  9.  [When  Constitution  shall  take  effect.]  This  Constitution  shall  take 
effect,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Sec.  10.  [Term  of  office.]  All  officers  shall  continue  in  office,  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  chosen  and  qualified.     (See  Const,  1802,  Sched.  §  3.) 

Sec.  11.  [Transfer  of  suits.]  Suits  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  in  bank, 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  Supreme  Court  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  and 
be  proceeded  in  according  to  law. 

Sec.  12.  [Same  subject.]  The  district  courts  shall,  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties, be  the  successors  of  the  present  Supreme  Court;  and  all  suits,  prosecutions, 
judgments,  records,  and  proceedings,  pending  and  remaining  in  said  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  several  counties  of  any  district,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  respective, 
district  courts  of  such  counties,  and  be  proceeded  in,  as  though  no  change  had 
been  made  in  said  Supreme  Court. 

Sec.  13.  [Same  subject.]  The  said  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  shall  be  the 
successors  of  the  present  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  in  the  several  counties,  except 
as  to  probate  jurisdiction;  and  all  suits,  prosecutions,  proceedings,  records  and 
judgments,  pending  or  being  in  said  last  mentioned  courts,  except  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  created  by  this  Constitution, 
and  proceeded  in,  as  though  the  same  had  been  therein  instituted. 

Sec.  14.  [Same  subject.]  The  Probate  Courts  provided  for  in  this  Constitu- 
tion, as  to  all  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  said  courts,  shall 
be  the  successors,  in  the  several  counties,  of  the  present  Courts  of  Common  Pleas; 
and  the  records,  files  and  papers,  business  and  proceedings,  appertaining  to  said 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  transferred  to  said  courts  of  probate,  and  be  there  proceeded 
in,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  15.  [Judges  and  clerks,  how  elected,  etc.]  Until  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  elections  for  judges  and  clerks  shall  be  held,  and  the  poll  books  returned, 
as  is  provided  for  Governor,  and  the  abstract  therefrom  certified  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  shall  be  by  him  opened,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  who  shall  de- 
clare the  result,  and  issue  commissions  to  the  persons  elected. 

Sec.  16.  [Election  returns,  where  sent.]  Where  two  or  more  counties  are 
joined  in  a  senatorial,  representative,  or  judicial  district,  the  returns  of  elections 
shall  be  sent  to  the  county,  having  the  largest  population. 

Sec.  17.  [Constitution  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  etc.]  The  fore- 
going Constitution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  at  an  election

to  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty

ducted,  and  the  returns  thereof  made  and  certified,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  81 
provided  by  law  for  annual  elections  of  state  and  county  officers.

At  the  time  when  the 
votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  taken  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Consti- 
tution, the  additional  section,  in  the  words  following,  to-wit:  "No  license  to  traf- 
fic in  intoxicating  liquors  shall  hereafter  be  granted  in  this  state;  but  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  may,  by  law,  provide  against  evils  resulting  therefrom,"  shall  be 
separately  submitted  to  the  electors  for  adoption  or  rejection,  in  form  following, 
to-wit:  A  separate  ballot  may  be  given  by  every  elector  and  deposited  in  a  sep- 
arate box.  Upon  the  ballots  given  for  said  separate  amendment  shall  be  written

The  apportionment 
of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  during  the  first  decennial  period  under  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  as  follows: 

The  counties  of  Adams,  Allen,  Athens,  Auglaize,  Carroll,  Champaign,  Clark, 
Clinton,  Crawford,  Darke,  Delaware,  Erie,  Fayette,  Gallia,  Geauga,  Greene,  Han- 
cock, Harrison,  Hocking,  Holmes,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Logan,  Madison,  Marion,  Meigs, 
Morrow,  Perry,  Pickaway,  Pike,  Preble,  Sandusky,  Scioto,  Shelby  and  Union, 
shall,  severally,  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session  of  the  decennial 
period. 

The  counties  of  Franklin,  Licking,  Montgomery  and  Stark,  shall  each  be  en- 
titled to  two  representatives,  in  each  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Ashland,  Coshocton,  Highland,  Huron,  Lorain,  Mahoning. 
Medina,  Miami,  Portage,  Seneca,  Summit  and  Warren,  shall,  severally,  be  en- 
titled to  one  representative,  in  each  session;  and  one  additional  representative 
in  the  fifth  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Ashtabula,  Brown,  Butler,  Clermont,  Fairfield,  Guernsey,  Jef- 
ferson, Knox,  Monroe,  Morgan,  Eichland,  Trumbull,  Tuscarawas  and  Washington, 
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shall,  severally,  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session;  and  two  addi- 
tional representatives,  one  in  the  third,  and  one  in  the  fourth  session  of  the  de- 
cennial period. 

The  counties  of  Belmont,  Columbiana,  Eoss  and  Wayne,  shall,  severally,  be 
entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session;  and  three  additional  representa- 
tives, one  in  the  first,  one  in  the  second,  and  one  in  the  third  session  of  the  de- 
cennial period. 

The  county  of  Muskingum  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives,  in  each 
session,  and  one  additional  representative,  in  the  fifth  session,  of  the  decennial 
period.

The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  be  entitled  to  seven  representatives,  in  each 
session;  and  four  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  first,  one  in  the  second, 
one  in  the  third,  and  one  in  the  fourth  session,  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  following  counties,  until  they  shall  have  acquired  a  sufficient  population 
to  entitle  them  to  elect,  separately,  under  the  fourth  section  of  the  eleventh 
article,  shall  form  districts  in  manner  following,  to-wit:  The  counties  of  Jackson 
and  Vinton,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Lucas  and  Fulton,  one  district;  the 
counties  of  Wyandot  and  Hardin,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Mercer  and  Van 
Wert,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Paulding,  Defiance  and  Williams,  one  district; 
the  counties  of  Putnam  and  Henry,  one  district;  and  the  counties  of  Wood  and 
Ottawa,  one  district;  each  of  which  districts  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representa- 
tive, in  every  session  of  the  decennial  period.
